D IGITAL match¬ 
making has be¬

a bid to find the perfect flatmates. 

London entrepreneurs Tom 
Gatzen and Rob Imonikhe are the 
brains behind Ideal Flatmate - 
the UK’s first housemate match¬ 
maker service based on compati¬ 
bility. 

With more than a quarter of 
Londoners now renting privately, 
there has never been greater 
competition for rooms. 

And those with a bed to let are 
becoming all the more choosy 
about who they agree to share 
their living space with. 

Until now, most listing web¬ 


sites have focused purely on cost 
and location - but Ideal Flatmate 
aims to make matches based on 
personality and interests. 

Tom said: “Both myself and 
Rob have lived in flat shares that 
ended up in disaster because we 
didn’t get along with our flat¬ 
mates or we didn’t have much in 
common with them. And after 
discussing it we thought ‘There 
must be an easier way’. 

“London is a minefield in itself 
when it comes to searching for a 
place to live, so we came up with 
the idea of a platform that takes 
all the effort out of screening flat¬ 
mates for you, after you find a 
property that fits your criteria.” 

The platform, which was de¬ 
signed by Cambridge professors 
Dr Paula Blanca and Professor 
Mark P Haggard, is based on an 


algorithm similar to those used 
by dating websites. 

It prioritises how well-matched 
prospective flat sharers are in re¬ 
gard to their personalities, rather 
than simply location and budget. 

Hopeful tenants are only re¬ 
quired to complete a 20-question 
survey about their living habits 
and social interests. 

For less than £5 a week, users 
are then partnered with their 
most compatible flatmates and 
properties that meet their crite¬ 
ria. 

Paired and grouped tenants 
can also message each other on 
the site to strike up relationships, 
much like on a dating site. 

“For us it is about personali¬ 
ties, not just properties,” ex¬ 
plains Rob, who launched the site 
with Tom in November last year.

ers, due its low cost and accessibility, and placed a 
considerable strain on local services." 

Homelessness services in Westminster have re¬ 
ported a surge in the number of people using 
Spice - which is said to have withdrawal effects 
more severe than those of heroin and crack co¬ 
caine - with 22 per cent of the 430 homeless peo¬ 
ple staying in Westminster hostels in the first four 
months of last year using the drug, a number that 
would have been closer to zero just two years 
ago. 

Beside death, Spice can cause severe psychotic 
episodes in users, who experience distressing hal¬ 
lucinations, vomiting and seizures. 

Ewa Kapica, an outreach worker at Westmin¬ 
ster-based homelessness charity The Connection 
at St Martins-in-the-Fields, said: "I've witnessed 
people thrashing around on the floor, experienc¬ 
ing vivid hallucinations, screaming they want to 
end it all. 

"These fits are followed by crashes; the person 
becomes unresponsive and the emergency ser¬ 
vices step in. It's terrifying. One user was con¬ 
vinced he had a worm climbing through his 
bloodstream and nearly rolled into traffic before 
an ambulance and two police units arrived." 

Cllr Aiken said:"l'm calling on the government 
to reclassify Spice as a class-A drug due to its dev¬ 
astating impact amongst vulnerable rough sleep¬ 
ers. We are currently in the grip of an epidemic 
and I, along with the local police, believe we need 
to go even further to highlight the dangers that 
are associated with this drug. 

"I'm proud that Westminster City Council has 
led the way on this issue through working with 
the government to categorise Spice as a class-B 
drug, which has been instrumental in helping our 
services tackle this problem." 

Although Spice and other brands of synthetic 
cannabis were banned last year under the Psy¬ 


choactive Substances Act, an investigation by this 
newspaper found several UK-based websites 
openly selling synthetic cannabis online. 

One site, which is also selling fake passports, 
also offered ketamine, escaline - a dangerous hal¬ 
lucinogenic which is six times more potent than 
mescaline - and mephedrone, a synthetic cocaine 
which can bring on heart attacks and fits. The 
drugs site is selling mephedrone in minimum or¬ 
ders of lOOg costing £500, indicating that it is 
aimed at dealers. 

Westminster council said its research showed 
that an average of 29 per cent of Spice users re¬ 
quired an ambulance call-out between July and 
December last year. Comparatively, 21 per cent of 
heroin users required an ambulance call-out in 
the same period.The research found that Spice 
use in Westminster is on the rise, with 16 per cent 
of suspected drug users on Spice, level with co¬ 
caine and crack cocaine. 

"Whilst there are drug services available to ev¬ 
eryone in our pathway, almost half of Spice users 
are not engaging with any drug support ser¬ 
vices - compared to 28 per cent for heroin and 
crack. Unwillingness or inability to engage is 
often cited by frontline workers as one of the 
biggest challenges with Spice users,"said a coun¬ 
cil spokesman. Further, 77 per cent of clients 
using Spice have a mental-health diagnosis. This 
shows that Spice dealers are targeting the most 
vulnerable people in our society. 

Cllr Aiken has been leading the Westminster 
war on Spice for more than a year, since she was 
cabinet member for public protection and before 
elected leader. 

Warning of the Spice wave last year, she said: 

"In just two years a new drug epidemic has taken 
over the streets of London. Spice doesn't just pre¬ 
sent a risk to rough sleepers but also to the front¬ 
line staff who are out every night helping them 
off the street and into accommodation."

Fence plan to stop war 
memorial being play area 



A WESTMINSTER memorial to 
war veterans could be fenced off 
“out of respect” because chil¬ 
dren keep using it as a water 
slide. 

The Canadian War Memorial 
in Green Park is regularly used 
by children and skateboarders 
as a play site because it has 
running water, and they are 
said to have left lasting damage. 

Now the Canadian War 
Graves Commission is applying 
for planning permission to put 
a fence around the memorial. 

More than one million men 
and women from Canada and 


Newfoundland served with the 
Allies during the First World 
War and Second World War. 

In planning papers for the 
knee-high metal fence, the 
CGWC said: “The memorial is 
intended as a respectful place 
for quiet reflection to remember 
those that served in the wars. 

“In the summer months in 
particular, it is subject to people 
climbing up and down the two 
sections, sliding down the water 
and skateboarding down the 
edges. 

“This has resulted in health 
and safety concerns, damage to 


the memorial and anger and an¬ 
guish for many who understand 
the memorial’s significance.” 

The proposal, which West¬ 
minster council has yet to ap¬ 
prove, comes after children and 


skaters ignored signs not to 
play on the memorial. 

The application said: “This 
needs to be addressed for health 
and safety reasons but most im¬ 
portantly for reasons of respect.”

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Crackdown on sexual 
harassment on Tube

SADIQ Khan has ordered a 
major crackdown by police 
and transport chiefs in order 
to stamp out the scourge of 
men sexually harassing 
women on the Tube, trains 
and buses. 

Following a 36 per cent 
rise last year in the number 
of arrests for sexual harass¬ 
ment on London transport, 
now the mayor of London is 
determined to eradicate the 
plague of sex pests - with 
around 3,000 police and 
PCSOs being deployed to the 
transport network and keep¬ 
ing customers safe. 

A new hard-hitting cam¬ 
paign to encourage people to 
report unwanted sexual be¬ 
haviour on public transport 
has been launched by Trans¬ 
port for London (TfL), 
British Transport Police 
(BTP), the Met and City of 
London Police. 

“Building on the ground¬ 
breaking 2015 Report It To 
Stop It film, which has been 
viewed more than 13 million 
times on YouTube alone, the 
new campaign underlines 
that every report matters, is 
taken extremely seriously 


and provides valuable infor¬ 
mation to help catch offend¬ 
ers,” said the mayor’s 
spokesman. 

“The film also warns poten¬ 
tial offenders now that th¬ 
ey could be caught at any 
time.” 

TfL’s most successful cam¬ 
paign film has helped encour¬ 
age women to come forward 
and report unwanted sexual 
behaviour that makes them 
feel uncomfortable - with a 36 
per cent increase in arrests 
since its launch. 

Since TfL and the police 
launched the Project 
Guardian partnership in 2013, 
with the aim of eliminating 
unwanted sexual behaviour 
from the transport network, 
the number of annual reports 
has doubled from 1,023 in 2012- 
13 to 2,087 in 2015-16. 

“Those who experience un¬ 
wanted sexual behaviour on 
public transport do not al¬ 
ways feel they will be be¬ 
lieved or that the offender 
will be caught. The new cam¬ 
paign film has evolved to 
tackle head on those miscon¬ 
ceptions, highlighting how 
every report matters, is taken 
seriously and used by police 
to bring the offender to jus¬ 
tice,” said the spokesman. 


The film shows a successful 
businessman, presenting to 
colleagues in an office, his 
face pixelated. 

Voices of women recalling 
their experiences of various 
types of unwanted sexual be¬ 
haviour on public transport 
are heard. As each woman re¬ 
counts her experience the 
man’s face becomes increas¬ 
ingly visible until he can be 
seen clearly. 

At the end of the film the 
man is apprehended by po¬ 
lice, with his colleagues left in 
shock. 

Mr Khan said: “Keeping 
Londoners safe is my top pri¬ 
ority and I want all women 
and girls to feel confident 
travelling on our transport 
network.” 

“This vital campaign high¬ 
lights how any form of un¬ 
wanted sexual behaviour is 
unacceptable, and victims 
must be given the right sup¬ 
port when they report of¬ 
fences. 

“By working together with 
partners, we can raise aware¬ 
ness of these crimes, give 
women and girls the encour¬ 
agement they need to come 
forward, and bring perpetra¬ 
tors to justice. 

“I urge all Londoners to 


speak up and report unwanted 
sexual behaviour to the police 
immediately, if it happens to 
them.” 

Siwan Hayward, TfL’s head 
of transport policing, said: “We 
are determined to eradicate un¬ 
wanted sexual behaviour on 
the transport network. It is 
never ok. 

“Our new Report It To Stop It 
film builds on our previous 
campaign’s success and en¬ 
courages victims to come for¬ 
ward and report anything that 
makes them feel uncomfort¬ 
able. 

“No matter how insignifi¬ 
cant they feel it may be, every 
report is taken extremely seri¬ 
ously by police and investi¬ 
gated so the offender can be 
caught and brought to justice.' 

British Transport Police Su¬ 
perintendent Jenny Gilmer 
pledged total police support to 
catching offenders. 

She said: “Tackling all forms 
of unwanted sexual behaviour 
on public transport is a prior¬ 
ity for British Transport Police. 
We have worked hard to send a 
clear message to people who ex¬ 
perience this that they will be 
taken seriously and we will in¬ 
vestigate offences. 

“It is really important that 
people report any kind of un¬ 
wanted sexual behaviour to us 
as soon as possible - time is of 
the essence so we can exploit 
all evidence-gathering opportu¬ 
nities. 

“Every report, with as much 
detail as possible, helps to 
build a picture of the offender.” 

The Met’s Detective Chief 
Superintendent Paul Rickett 
said: “The Roads Transport 
Policing Command will con¬ 
tinue working in close partner¬ 
ship with TfL to engage in 
high-visibility operations and 
regular patrols, focusing on 
crime and antisocial behaviour 
on the bus routes across Lon¬ 
don. 

“We take reports of un¬ 
wanted sexual behaviour in¬ 
credibly seriously and will 
continue to work closely with 
our policing partners to rid our 
transport network of this kind 
of behaviour. 

“If anyone experiences any 
unwanted sexual behaviour on 
our transport network, I would 
urge them to report it to the po¬ 
lice.” 

As part of the campaign, ded¬ 
icated action days are being 
carried out by TfL, BTP, MPS 
and CoLP at key station hubs 
across the capital. At these 
events, officers will be provid¬ 
ing specific advice to the public 
on how they can report in¬ 
stances of unwanted sexual be¬ 
haviour. 

To report unwanted sexual 
behaviour on public transport, 
text 61016 or call police on 101 
and give details of what, where 
and when. 

Unwanted sexual behaviour 
is anything that makes you feel 
uncomfortable, including rub¬ 
bing, groping, masturbation, 
leering, sexual comments, inde¬ 
cent acts, or someone taking 
photos of a sexual nature with¬ 
out your consent.

T RY this at home.Turn 
on all the electrical 
appliances in your 
house at the same 
time; TV, radio, 

dishwasher, washing machine

Anything electrical which 
make a noise, turn it on. 

How does that feel after 
five minutes? 

Although I am very 
heartened that Sadiq Khan is 
planning to do everything 
imaginable to clean up the air 
which I personally believe has 
been principally worsened 
these past 10 years by the 
process of incessant and 
excessive development, when 
he's got it back to the days 
when your granddaughter 
didn't have to wear a gas 
mask, I'd like him to address 
the issue to unnecessary 
noise pollution. 

If you live in a city you're 
deluded if you don't expect 
noise but does everything 
need to be made to bleep? 
Bleeping great trucks backing 
up, bleeping doors that are 
about to shut, bleeping 
messages on the phone, 
bleeping bleeding 
everything. Technology 
bleeps to announce itself; it 
can't just be, it has to bleep. 

I can't stand the noise of 
modern living, it's torture. 

A particular torture, for me, 
is the noise coming out of the 
BBC these days. They call it 
programmes, but to me it's 
just noise, an incessant 
babble of stuff that generally I 
do not want to hear or watch. 

Maybe it's me, getting 
older and grumpier, but 
although the BBC does throw 
up some programmes of 
distinction, by and large 
when I sit down of an eve in 
anticipation of the BBC living 
up to its pledge to inform, 
educate and entertain I end 
up feeling that its output is 
doing none of that. 

I can't find anything that I 
want to watch. Whereas in the 
past there were many 
fascinating, stimulating, 
hilarious programmes, now it 
all seems dull and dumbed 
down to me. 

ITVisthe same, pretty 
much a schedule of infantile, 
predictable, obviously- 
formatted and 
celebrity-driven nothing of 
any consequence. 

But there's a difference. ITV 
is a private, commercial 
enterprise and although I 
would prefer that they didn't 
do as they wanted, and did 
what I wanted, they are 
perfectly entitled to do so 
because I'm not paying for it, 
it's not my money that pays 
Jeremy Kyle's wages. But with 
the BBC it is my money. And, 
come April, the BBC is going 
to be taking more of my 
money - as the license fee is 
going up - for a huge output 
of programming of which 
only a dribble of it is of 
interest to me. 

There's the rub. The BBC 
argues that the license fee is 


only 40p a day and for just 
40p I get all of this massive 
variety of programmes to 
watch or listen to - but I can't 
watch it all, there's not 
enough time in a working 
day, so why am I paying for it 
all? I shouldn't be charged for 
the options available, I should 
pay for what I watch. If you go 
to a good restaurant there's 
usually a wide variety of 
dishes available, but you pay 
for the meal you choose, you 
don't expect to get a bill for 
the entire menu. 

But through the terms of 
the license fee deal I'm paying 
for all of the BBC's output, 
everything on the menu. 

From April 1st, the license 
fee will go up from £145.50 to 
£ 147 a yea r. That's not a 
substantial increase, just 
£1.50 and as it equates to less 
than half a penny a day I can 
see the BBC PR department 
making a big noise justifying 
that;'all of this for less than 
half a p'. 

But that's not the point. 

The point is, how much less 
would I be paying if I only 
paid for what I watch or listen 
to and was not being stung to 
fund the BBC's entire 
operation? 

For instance, the BBC 
recently announced that it 
"will extend its expansion of 
the World Service by 
providing a digital-only 
service in Serbian". 

Good for it. But I don't 
speak Serbian. I have no 
interest in Serbia. I don't ever 
intend to go to Serbia and I 
will be quite happy to die 
knowing very little about 
Serbia. Serbia doesn't matter 
to me. So why am I paying for 
this new Serbian service? Why 
am I paying for BBC Radio 
Lincoln, which I shall never 
listen to, or BBC Radio 
Humberside, or the local 
evening news for Wales, or 
Radio 3 or any of the many 
BBC channels that have no 
relevance to me? Or course it 
is good and proper that the 
BBC has so much local and 
community programming, 
but if you want it, you pay for 
it; don't sting the rest of us, 
don't rely on the rest of us to 
fund what has no application 
to us. 

Sky and many other 
channels have proved that it 
is perfectly possible to have 
pay-per-view or pay-per-hear, 
so why is the BBC obstinately 
refusing to adopt this much 
fairer system? 

Could it be anything to do 
with the fact that the 
audiences for Radio Serbia 
and these other localised, 
community programmes are 
so tiny that if only their actual 
viewers or listeners paid for 
them then they would 
collapse through lack of 
funding? And that to avoid 
that, the majority of us have, 
through the license fee, to 
underwrite and bail out such 
programming, for the benefit 
of others? 

In other words, the BBC is 
not a broadcaster, it's a 
charity. 
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Bad news for republicans: that royal 
basement extension story is untrue 



No room to sit? More room needed for the Cambridges to entertain the 
likes of Barack and Michelle Obama? Nope

REPUBLICANS and others set to fu¬ 
riously protest following reports that 
the Duke and Duchess of Cambridge 
are planning a multi-million-pound 
double-decker dugout for their family 
at Kensington Palace are going to be 
bitterly disappointed that they cannot 
gnash their teeth - because it’s not 
true. 

A gossip-column item claiming that 
the young royals were seeking plan¬ 
ning permission for a two-storey base¬ 
ment extension below the palace 
caused a rash of sensationalism 
around the world last week, with no 
fewer than 5,640 news reports. 

Some reports claimed that £10 mil¬ 
lion of taxpayers’ money would be 
spent on the iceberg basement and 
that the Queen was “furious” at the 
lavish spending. 

Well, she’s not. Nor are William and 
Kate in any way embarrassed that 
their “plan” for a gigantic family ex¬ 
tension has leaked out - because they 
have no such plan. 

And Kensington and Chelsea coun¬ 
cil does not feel that it is being put in 
any awkward position to approve the 
application that seemingly contra¬ 
vened its “no two-storey basement” 
rule - because it doesn’t. 

While much of the world’s media 
were crazed to repeat and amplify the 
right royal “shocker”, a simple phone 
call to Historic Royal Palaces, which 
has made the application for the ex¬ 
tension, elicited that the 165ft-long 


basement is not needed so that Prince 
George and Princess Charlotte can 
have the world’s largest playroom, or 
anything like that. 

The Duke and Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge are expected to be moving back 
into Kensington Palace in the autumn, 
after Prince William has ended his 
two-year contract as an emergency 
rescue pilot with the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance. Reports implied that they 
were seeking a massive expansion of 
their living rooms at the palace and 
the basement would be needed to 
make room for this. 

But in fact, HRP wants the extra 
space for new kitchens and storage - 
for Henry VII’s hat and some 14,000 


other items in its collection of royal 
clothes, including some of the late 
Princess Diana’s wardrobe. 

“This application categorically has 
nothing whatsoever to do with any 
member of the Royal Family - they 
have no involvement in this project,” 
said a spokesman for HRP. 

Various reports claimed that if the 
application is approved by the council, 
the extension would be built beneath 
the palace Orangery - and, oo-err, that 
could break council rules not to allow 
billionaire basements beneath such 
listed buildings. But that’s not true ei¬ 
ther. 

“It’s not under the Orangery, it’s be¬ 
hind it,” said the spokesman. 


But what about the public getting 
stung for the claimed £10 million bill 
to, as it was reported, “make room for 
William and Kate’s relocation to Kens¬ 
ington Palace”? 

That’s not true too. 

“The project will be entirely funded 
by HRP. We are an independent char¬ 
ity and we raise all our own funds, 
through visitor income and through 
support from members and donors. 
This building will be funded by our 
own charitable income, and private 
donations. No public funding will be 
involved,” said the spokesman. 

In a statement, HRP said: “Historic 
Royal Palaces cares for the state apart¬ 
ments at Kensington Palace which at¬ 
tract 400,000 visitors every year. 

“We hope to create a new building 
behind the Orangery restaurant at 
Kensington Palace. This building 
would provide improved access to the 
royal ceremonial dress collection, new 
kitchens and facilities for the Or¬ 
angery restaurant and essential office 
space enabling us to continue to wel¬ 
come visitors, students and re¬ 
searchers from around the world. Vis¬ 
itor numbers at Kensington Palace 
have significantly increased since the 
charity completed a major refurbish¬ 
ment of the public spaces in 2012; this 
additional space will enable us to bet¬ 
ter serve our visitors and support the 
exhibitions, education and events pro¬ 
gramme and curatorial projects at the 
palace. 

“The state apartments at Kensing¬ 
ton Palace are managed separately 
from areas of the palace used by the 


Royal Household. Members of the 
Royal Family have no involvement in 
this project.” 

The spokesman said that the extra 
space is needed to improve kitchen fa¬ 
cilities for the regular large events at 
the palace - which currently have to 
be catered by getting in a large tent 
for the cooking - and to house the 
clothes collection, which has now 
grown to some 14,000 items, dating 
back to Henry VIII’s hat. 

A spokesman for the council added 
to the cascade of cold water poured on 
the reports by saying that the exten¬ 
sion would not break the “no two- 
storey” code as the rule was intro¬ 
duced to block building work that 
disrupts the lives of neighbours living 
next to mega-basement properties - 
but there is no her or him next door 
at the palace. 

The council requires all basement 
development to not comprise more 
than one storey - but exceptions may 
be made on large sites. 

“In this case the applicant is sug¬ 
gesting it complies with our basement 
policy, which includes provisions for 
bigger basements than the norm on 
large sites.” 

Although reports claimed that the 
council is expected to decide on the 
planning application by the end of the 
month, that also has the ring of inac¬ 
curacy to it. 

“We have received an application 
which will now be reviewed. A final 
decision is expected to be taken in 
May or June,” said the spokesman.

Food poverty is a 
big issue in K&C 

THREE times I have asked 
Kensington and Chelsea 
council to give practical 
support to the growing 
foodbank movement in the 
borough. 

Three times they have 
said “No”. 

And now the leader of the 
council uses his column to 
say that while “foodbanks 
are a fine and noble thing”, 
he prefers to prioritise other 
ways to alleviate the distress 
of “our most vulnerable 
residents”. 

What a fine, upstanding, 
nay patronising, way of 
putting it. 

My motion, which he 
dismisses out of hand, asked 
for practical support by: 

• Working with the 
voluntary sector to provide 
support for foodbanks; 

• To apply the London 
Living Wage to contractors’ 
conditions to reduce the 
income poverty that leads to 
food poverty; 

• To fund the costs of a 
website page to share good 
practice and knowledge 
among food-aid providers in 
the borough; 

• To promote the Local 
Support Payment scheme 
through a leafleting 
campaign with foodbanks. 

Cllr Paget-Brown 
conveniently ignores the fact 
that this was a cross-party 
motion, moved by me and 
seconded by Cllr Linda Wade 
of the Liberal Democrats. So 
this was not the Labour 
Party out to portray the 
Tories as uncaring and 
nasty. 

It was a genuine attempt 
to offer practical ways the 


council could provide 
support to the foodbank 
movement. 

Last year and this year I 
have also advocated that the 
council fund two specialist 
workers to help the users of 
foodbanks with the wide 
range of other problems they 
experience. 

The cost of this would be 
about £100,000 a year - a 
piffling amount when the 
adult social care budget is 
currently underspent by £19 
million. 

Cllr Paget-Brown also 
seeks to suggest that food 
poverty is not a real problem 
in this richest of councils. 

Yet it was acknowledged 
three years ago by the Joint 
Strategic Needs Assessment 
that food poverty is 
increasing in the borough as 
a result of welfare cuts. So 
all the statutory and 
voluntary bodies that make 
up the Health and Wellbeing 
Board, chaired by Cllr Paget- 
Brown’s cabinet colleague 
Cllr Mary Weale, accept the 
evidence that growing 
income poverty leads to 
growing food poverty. 

The growth of informal 
foodbanks in the borough is 
in response to the growing 
food poverty being 
experienced by our residents 
because of rising food prices, 
frozen wages, insecure work 
and benefit reforms. 

There is also an 
unquantifiable degree of 
hidden hunger among those 
who regard it as shameful to 
use foodbanks. 

In my view, it is the 
council that should be 
ashamed for its refusal to 
accept that food poverty is a 
real problem in Kensington 
and Chelsea and to offer any 
kind of support that would 


make the entirely voluntary 
foodbank movement in the 
borough more secure.

The Syrian Vulnerable 
Persons Resettlement 
scheme is for 20,000 refugees 
nationally - which the 
council attacked at the time 
it was announced for not 
going far enough. 

Then there is the Dubs 
scheme. That is far more 
dubious as it gives an 
incentive for people 
smuggling. That is because 
the Dubs scheme takes 
children from Europe - 
very often resulting in 
drowning in the 
Mediterranean - rather 
than the camps in Lebanon 
and Jordan. 

Others feel that, despite 
this, it is right to 
participate. But a recent 
FOI request I put in shows 
that the council’s 
contribution is pretty feeble 
whatever you think of the 
merits of the scheme. 

The council has taken in 
13 and is only offering to 
take in two more despite the 
substantial funding on offer 
from central government. 

Of the 13, only one is in 
the borough - the others 
have been placed by the 
council elsewhere. 

Furthermore, so far as 
unaccompanied asylum¬ 
seeking children more 
generally is concerned, the 
council is failing to meet its 
quota: “The number of 
UASC (non-Dubs 
amendment) children being 
looked after is currently 
below the 0.07 per cent 
figure. The 0.07 per cent 
figure for Hammersmith 
and Fulham is 24 children.” 

The upshot is that the 
council is still virtue 
signalling. It is still putting 
the focus on getting 
publicity in the media about 
how caring it is - while 
hoping that the reality of its 
record will pass unnoticed.

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Exhibition celebrates 
Doughboys’ war effort

A PHOTO exhibition marking the 100th an¬ 
niversary of American Doughboy soldiers en¬ 
tering the First World War is to be staged in 
The City. 

American soldiers, or Doughboys, and their 
entry into the First World War in 1917 will pro¬ 
vide the focus of the display next month. 

The exhibition in Guildhall Yard - Fields of 
Battle, Lands of Peace: The Doughboys 1917- 
1918 - is the latest in an acclaimed series of 


centenary photographic exhibitions, created 
by Michael St Maur Sheil, to document the bat¬ 
tlefields of the First World War as they are 
today. 

The free exhibition will run from April 6 to 
23 and has been commissioned and curated by 
the National World War I Museum and Memo¬ 
rial in the US and is supported by the City of 
London Corporation. It will be installed in the 
site of London’s Roman amphitheatre, where 
15 display stands will present Mr St Maur 
Sheil’s evocative images in a similar format to 
his highly successful Fields of Battle, Lands of 


Peace: Somme 

1916 exhibition 
last year. 

A corporation 
spokesman said: 

“More than two 
million Ameri¬ 
can soldiers, or 
Doughboys as th¬ 
ey were known, 
served in Europe 
during the war. 

This exhibition 
introduces the 
viewer to the bat¬ 
tlefields which, 

100 years ago, 
were places of 
death and horror, 
now revealed by 
the photographer 
as landscapes of 
great beauty and 
tranquillity.” 

The exact origin of the term Dough¬ 
boy is unclear. One explanation offered 
for the usage of the term in the First 
World War is that female Salvation 
Army volunteers went to France to cook 
millions of doughnuts and bring them 
to the troops on the frontline. 

An old joke explanation for the term’s 
origin was “in World War I, the Dough¬ 
boys were kneaded in 1914 but didn’t 
rise until 1917”. 

Mr St Maur Sheil said: “The US in¬ 
volvement in the First World War was a 
hugely significant factor. Today it is 
often overlooked but it was a New 
World coming to the aid of an Old 
World, from which many of the young 
American soldiers - as first-generation 
immigrants - had sought to escape. 

“Their humanitarian effort in supply¬ 
ing and shipping more than seven mil¬ 
lion tons of food to save the peoples of 
Belgium and northern France from 
starvation marked the advent of Amer¬ 
ica as a united nation.” 

Dr Matthew Naylor, president and 
chief executive of the National World 
War I Museum and Memorial, said: 
“The National World War I Museum is 
committed to understanding the Great 
War and how the conflict continues to 
affect the world to this day. 

“We also have the responsibility to 
take the collection to new audiences. 
The impact of the Great War set in mo¬ 
tion a deep and sustained relationship 
with our European partners, including 
the UK, making this powerful exhibi¬ 
tion even more impactful. 

“Through this exhibition we trace the 
journey of the American forces in 1917 
and 1918, and commemorate their ef¬ 
forts. It is beautiful and poignant work. 
We’re grateful for our partnership with 
the City of London Corporation and the 
United States Embassy in London, 
which made it possible for this remark¬ 
able exhibition.” 

Dr Andrew Parmley, Lord Mayor of 
the City of London, said: “Michael St 
Maur Sheil photographs First World 
War battlefields with great skill, bring¬ 
ing out beauty where there was blood¬ 
shed on an unimaginable scale. 

“This unique exhibition in Guild¬ 
hall’s courtyard, itself a historic arena 
for combat, will provide a fitting and 
poignant tribute in this centenary year 
to lives lost. My colleagues and I look 
forward to welcoming the exhibition to 
Guildhall, and to meeting those for 
whom the Doughboys’ ultimate sacri¬ 
fice has a personal resonance.” 

Following its run at Guildhall, Fields 
of Battle, Lands of Peace: The Doughboys 
1917-1918 will be exhibited in Grosvenor 
Square, before embarking on a tour of

R EGULAR readers will be used to me 
extolling the virtues of the services 
we provide to residents. From 
schools to care for the elderly and 
vulnerable, from refuse collection 
to beautiful parks I firmly believe 
that Kensington and Chelsea is at the forefront of 
delivering the best it can for everyone who lives 
in the borough. 

I am very proud that we are seen to do well but 
I know that it is our statutory duty to do so. I am 
well aware that there is a veritable army of peo¬ 
ple, operating, often behind the scenes, who 
don't have any statutory responsibilities to make 
life better for others in the borough.

This is why I'm very pleased that 28 voluntary 
organisations are to receive grants totalling 
£2.36 million a year for the next two years to de¬ 
liver a range of services to residents. 

This follows a cabinet decision to approve the 
council's corporate services grants programme 
for 2017-18 and provisionally for 2018-19. 

A total of 32 organisations applied forfunding, 
of these 26 had been funded by the scheme in 
2015-2017 and despite the continued pressure 
on the council's own finances I'm very pleased to 
say that none of these organisations had their 
grant cut. 

In fact, all those we funded in the previous year 
had their grants renewed and increased by two 
per cent in line with inflation. 

New grants were approved for two organisa¬ 
tions - Open Age and K&C Forum for Older Resi¬ 
dents will receive £10,000 and £14,000 
respectively. 

Many types of organisation benefit from these 
grants: Cruse Bereavement Care, which provides 
bereavement support services in the borough; 
Westway CT, which provides community trans¬ 
port; and Citizens Advice, which delivers advice 
services to the borough's residents. 

There is also the Venture Community Associa¬ 
tion which runs a thriving centre for residents in 
North Kensington, delivering adult learning, a 
healthy living programme and other events. 

If you are interested in becoming a volunteer 
why not get in touch with Volunteer Centre Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea, another organisation we 
support? 

It promotes volunteering and its benefits and 
helps local people and organisations to realise 
their potential through volunteering.

The services provided by voluntary organisa¬ 
tions really do complement services delivered by 
the council. 

In addition, they provide valuable advice and 
support to residents who would not be eligible 
for statutory services.

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‘Brexit could mean 


wrecks it for health’

SADIQ Khan is warning that 
Brexit could mean “wrecks it” 
for the already-imperilled 
health of Londoners. 

The mayor has expressed 
his “deep concern” about the 
impact of Britain leaving the 
European Union will have on 
the air pollution which is 
killing more than 9,000 people 
in the capital each year. 

In an official report about 
the impact of Brexit on Lon¬ 
don, the mayor calls on minis¬ 
ters to guarantee that environ¬ 
mental regulations, monit¬ 
oring and enforcement stan¬ 
dards will be strengthened in 
the aftermath of Brexit, rather 
than weakened. 

“European Union regula¬ 
tions have overall had a 
hugely positive impact on 
Britain’s environment. They 
have led to British homes, ve¬ 
hicles and appliances becom¬ 
ing more energy efficient, wa¬ 
terways becoming cleaner, a 
decline in harmful emissions 
and a reduction in the amount 
of waste produced in Britain,” 
said the mayor’s spokesman. 

“Only last year, European 
Union regulations were used 
in a legal case by Client Earth, 
in which the mayor was an in¬ 
terested party, to force the gov¬ 
ernment to come forward with 
a new air-quality strategy by 
the end of March - bringing 
air quality back within legal 
limits. 

“However, the Secretary of 
State for the Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs, An¬ 
drea Leadsom MP, recently 
told Parliament’s environmen¬ 
tal audit committee that only 
two thirds of EU environmen¬ 
tal regulations would be di¬ 
rectly brought into British 
law. 

“Furthermore, there are se¬ 
rious challenges to recreating 
monitoring and enforcement 


schemes that are currently 
run by the EU - and have no 
equivalent in British law.” 

The mayor, in London’s of¬ 
ficial response to the govern¬ 
ment’s Brexit White Paper, is 
calling on the government to 
introduce a new Environment 
Act, to guarantee that environ¬ 
mental regulations and en¬ 
forcements are at least equiv¬ 
alent, if not better, than the 
current EU standards. 

This would include enshrin¬ 
ing key EU safeguarding prin¬ 
ciples in British law, including 
the polluter-pays concept, en¬ 
vironmental rights for citizens 
and the precautionary princi¬ 
ple - so a lack of knowledge is 
not used as an excuse for poor 
decisions. 

“Sadiq is also asking for a 
guarantee that recently an¬ 
nounced EU policy - which 
has yet to be enshrined in UK 
law - including the recent 
Winter Package on energy ef¬ 
ficiency and renewable en¬ 
ergy, will be transposed into 
British law as part of the Great 
Repeal Bill,” said the 
spokesman. 

The mayor has made tack¬ 
ling London’s dangerously pol¬ 
luted air a key plank of his ad¬ 
ministration in City Hall. He 
has announced plans for a new 
T-charge on the most polluting 
vehicles from October, is con¬ 
sulting on introducing the 
world’s first ultra-low emis¬ 
sion zone in 2019 and on ex¬ 
tending it to the North Circu¬ 
lar and South Circular, is 
introducing clean bus zones 
on the most polluted roads and 
has announced his intention 
to clean up London’s entire 
bus fleet by 2020. 

Mr Khan said: “I cam¬ 
paigned for Britain to remain 
in the European Union but I 
accept that the British public 
voted to leave and we now 
must respect their democratic 
will. “However, the British 
people did not vote to make 


our air more polluted or our 
environment dirtier. 

“Our relationship with the 
EU has been particularly im¬ 
portant for London’s environ¬ 
ment. Our homes, vehicles and 
appliances are more energy ef¬ 
ficient, our water is cleaner 
and better protected, harmful 
emissions are on a long-term 
decline and we produce less 
waste. This has all been helped 
by environmental protections 
and targets driven by EU di¬ 
rectives, regulations and stan¬ 
dards. 

“The government should 
legislate for a new Environ¬ 
ment Act to ensure that the 
UK has an equivalent or better 
level of protection than in the 
EU, enshrining key environ¬ 
mental safeguarding princi¬ 
ples such as polluter pays, en¬ 
vironmental rights for citizens 
and the precautionary princi¬ 
ple. It should also ensure that 
the necessary powers and re¬ 
sources are devolved to the au¬ 
thorities best placed to tackle 
their environmental issues 
and targets. 

“I have made it clear that 
air quality is a key priority for 
my administration and Lon¬ 
doners need complete assur¬ 
ance of no reduction in 
regulatory standards and 
pro- tections in this or 
other environmental ar¬ 
eas. They must be 
strengthened rather than 
weakened.” 

Sam Lowe, clean-air 
campaigner at Friends of 
the Earth, said: “Brexit 
can’t be allowed to under¬ 
mine environmental 
progress, which is why 
government must commit 
to bringing EU environ¬ 
mental laws and princi¬ 
ples into UK law. 

“That’s just a first step. 
They then need to create 
the domestic institutions 
so that these laws are en¬ 
forceable. Continued co¬ 


operation and collaboration on 
the environment with our EU 
neighbours must also be a pri¬ 
ority in the Brexit negotia¬ 
tions. 

“The fact is that climate 
change and air pollution tran¬ 
scend national borders, so 
they demand co-ordinated ac¬ 
tion at a regional and interna¬ 
tional level - Brexit won’t 
change that.” 

Leah Davis, acting director 
at Green Alliance and chair¬ 
man of the Greener UK coali¬ 
tion, said: “With 80 per cent of 
the UK’s environmental laws 
having been developed with 
the EU, leaving the EU will be 
a pivotal moment to restore 
and enhance the UK’s environ¬ 
ment. Today, nature is strug¬ 
gling and the air in London is 
dangerous to breath. 

“We will need to secure the 
benefits of existing environ¬ 
mental laws as we leave the 
EU, and we will need to go fur¬ 
ther still, with ambitious new 
milestones for environmental 
restoration and high stan¬ 
dards for pollution and re¬ 
source efficiency. While the 
Greener UK coalition is ready 
and willing to play its part, it 
is vital that governments and 
politicians lead, and we wel- 


Exhausted Uber drivers ‘are 


putting public safety at risk’ 


LONDON leaders fear that over¬ 
tired Uber drivers are putting 
public safety at risk. 

The London Assembly is call¬ 
ing on Sadiq Khan to press the 
government for new rules to 
ensure that private-hire drivers 
are not worked to dangerous 
safety levels by working long 
hours. 

The Assembly is calling for 
zero tolerance of "sweated 
labour" conditions in the capi¬ 
tal's licensed transport system. 
It has agreed a motion asking 
the mayor to lobby govern¬ 
ment for powers to make work¬ 
ers' rights a condition of all fu¬ 
ture private-hire operator 
licenses. 

Caroline Russell AM, who 
proposed the motion, said: 
"Workers' rights have been 
hard won across generations of 
campaigners and activists and 


I'm pleased that they are not so 
easily rolled back as the Central 
London Employment Tribunal 
judged that Uber drivers are 
workers and are entitled to 
their employment rights. 

"The way people work is 
changing but that doesn't 
mean they should lose basic 
rights, like a guaranteed mini¬ 
mum wage, holiday pay and oc¬ 
cupational safety. 

"The gig economy doesn't 
work for people who need full¬ 
time, steady employment and 
security. 

"It results instead in sweated 
labour. 

"We will not tolerate de¬ 
graded working conditions 
that risk the health of workers 
and those who use their ser¬ 


vices. 

"Tired drivers shouldn't feel 
that have no choice but to keep 


working to make ends meet 
and people using licensed 
transport should be able to 
have confidence that the driver 
isn't overworked and risking 
their safety." 

Florence Eshalomi AM, who 
seconded the motion, said: 
"We should not accept anyone 
in our city working for less 
than the minimum wage, re¬ 
ceiving no holiday pay and 
other basic employment 
rights. 

"Not only are these working 
conditions morally indefensi¬ 
ble, they can also cause a dan¬ 
ger to the public. 

"It is simply not safe for Uber 
drivers - or their passengers - 
to work such long hours with¬ 
out a break. 

"The government needs to 
urgently ensure workers' rights 
are a condition of all future op-

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Audiences to 
play jury on 
fate of ‘pilot’

A CONTROVERSIAL 9/11- 
style terror play in which au¬ 
diences play the jury on the 
fate of a fighter pilot who 
shoots down a jet heading for 
a football stadium is coming 
to West London for its UK pre¬ 
miere. 

Ferdinand von Schirach’s 
play Terror has become a 
global phenomenon since it 
opened in Berlin in 2015, with 
audiences debating the moral¬ 
ity of killing fewer people to 
save more. 

Now London theatre-goers 
will be asked to decide the 
rights and wrongs when the 
play comes to the Lyric Ham¬ 
mersmith for a month-long 
run in June. 

It follows the courtroom 


drama of an air force pilot, 
Major Lars Koch, who has 
been ordered to divert a hi¬ 
jacked aeroplane with 164 peo¬ 
ple on board that had been hi¬ 
jacked by terrorists. 

When the plane suddenly 
changes course towards a foot¬ 
ball stadium with 70,000 peo¬ 
ple watching the Germany- 
England game, what should 
Koch do? 

Major Koch decides to shoot 
down the plane with an air- 
to-air missile, to save the lives 
of the people inside the sta¬ 
dium. The passengers are 
killed in a crash over a potato 
field. 

But the wife of one of the 
killed passengers accuses the 
air force chief of murder, ar¬ 
guing that she had received 
from her husband a text mes¬ 


sage that passengers were try¬ 
ing to get into the cockpit and 
overpower the hijacker when 
the plane was shot down. 

The play has been staged in 
seven countries as well as on 
television in Germany, Aus¬ 
tria and Switzerland. 

A website for the play 
charts the number of guilty 
and not-guilty verdicts across 
the 46 theatres that have 
staged the show. In 1,063 trials, 
919 per cent of verdicts have 
been not guilty. 

Of the 287,236 jurors who 
have cast a vote, 60.7 per cent 
voted not guilty. But in Japan, 
two thirds of jurors found the 
pilot guilty. 

The Lyric’s artistic direc¬ 
tor, Sean Holmes, said Terror 
was less a play about terror 
and more one that explored 



clashes of personal and state 
morality. 

“It is a proper interrogation 
of the effect that terror has on 
our lives, in our attitude to 
the rule of law - but it is really 
about our personal moral 
judgment as opposed to what 
the state might say,” said Mr 
Holmes. 

The Lyric Hammersmith’s 
new season will run from May 
to January 2018. 

In the autumn, Lesley 
Sharp takes to the Lyric stage 
playing Irina Arkadina in a 
new adaptation of Anton 
Chekhov’s The Seagull by 


Lyric associate artist Simon 
Stephens. 

The festive season will see 
the return of the much-loved 
Lyric pantomime with a 
brand new production of Jack 
And The Beanstalk. 

Before then, the previously 
announced Paul Auster’s City 
Of Glass will extend its run at 
the Lyric by a week, running 
until Saturday May 20. 

In May, Amici, the Lyric’s 
resident dance theatre com¬ 
pany which integrates able- 
bodied and disabled perform¬ 
ers, will reprise two past 


productions, Tightrope and 35 
Amici Drive, playing in reper¬ 
tory for the first time as a 
company. 

Mr Holmes said: “This 
Lyric season offers a unique 
series of audience experi¬ 
ences. From the groundbreak¬ 
ing visual imagery of City Of 
Glass to deciding the fate of 
the accused in Terror, from 
Chekhov as it’s never been 
seen before to the glorious 
communion between actors 
and audience that is the hall¬ 
mark of the Lyric panto, this 
season has it all.” 


Fans protest as Halcyon days

VIEWERS are bombarding 
ITV chiefs with protests after 
London’s quality wartime 
drama The Halcyon has been 
axed despite it gripping mil¬ 
lions. 

ITV has scrapped the Second 
World War saga of life inside a 
luxury hotel after just one se¬ 
ries, even though it attracted 
at least four million fans to 
each of its eight episodes. 

Now viewers have launched 
a petition calling on TV bosses 
to rethink scrapping the glossy 
drama, which starred former 
EastEnders star Kara Tointon 
as the hotel’s sultry nightclub 
singer and was filmed in a Lon¬ 
don School of Economics 
building at Lincolns Inn 
Fields. 

Viewers were left baffled 
that ITV cancelled plans for a 
second series of the romantic 
saga which had been billed the 
new Downton Abbey and, in 
the week it was axed, was 
listed as ITV’s seventh-most- 
popular programme. 

Fans are further confused 
because ITV says it was really 
pleased with and proud of the 
success of The Halcyon. But 
the broadcaster has not ex¬ 
plained its decision, which is 
believed to have been caused 
by production costs. 

An ITV spokesman said: 
“ITV regularly considers the 
range of dramas we commis¬ 
sion to ensure the right bal¬ 
ance and range together with 
the best mix of returning se¬ 
ries and new dramas. 

“It does mean on occasions 
we have to take tough deci¬ 
sions, and not all drama can be 


are over 

recommissioned. We are really 
pleased so many people en¬ 
joyed The Halcyon and we are 
proud of what the series 
achieved.” 

But viewers have taken to 
social media to protest against 
the drama ending abruptly. 
One Halcyon fan complained: 
“What a shame. The Halcyon 
was great. There was a whole 
lot of wartime left to run and 
they could have made some 
equally good storylines and 
grow the characters. I think 
ITV are misjudging their view¬ 
ing public. Some of us want a 
lot more than Harry Hill and 
The Nightly Show.” 

Another said: “ITV have no 
respect for their viewers. The 
Halcyon was a good drama and 
enjoyed by a great many peo¬ 
ple. We are sick of trashy real¬ 
ity shows and soaps that have 
become so boring and unreal 
at times that I no longer watch 
them.” 

Now fans of the show have 
launched a petition at 
change.org. 

The petition states: “The 
show delivers a realistic repre¬ 
sentation of London in the 
1940s with fantastic stories of 
every social status. ITV should 
give The Halcyon a second sea¬ 
son as it is beautifully told and 
visually stunning. It’s too 
great not to be continued.” 

But The Halcyon may yet be 
saved. TV insiders believe that 
it may be picked up and con¬ 
tinued by the BBC, which 
stepped in when ITV dropped 
Men Behaving Badly after one 
series and turned it into a 
smash hit which ran for six se¬ 
ries. 


Council blasted 
on cuts to rough 
sleeping budget 

WESTMINSTER City Council has been 
blasted for slashing its budget for 
rough sleeping and supported hous¬ 
ing just weeks after its own figures 
showed the number of those out on 
the streets had more than doubled. 

Westminster Conservatives have 
passed the annual budget which in¬ 
cluded cuts of more than £800,000 to 
the rough sleeping budget. 

The cuts were opposed by Labour 
councillors who were sceptical of Con¬ 
servative claims the cuts could be de¬ 
livered through "efficiencies" without 
affecting frontline services. 

Labour's housing spokesman Cllr 
Tim Roca said: "It's scarcely believable 
at a time when rough sleeping is the 
worst it's been for decades that West¬ 
minster Tories would choose now to 
slash funding. 

"Saying that the cuts can be deliv¬ 
ered without affecting frontline ser¬ 
vices misses the point that more 
money not less is needed in tackling a 
problem which is now Dickensian in 
its proportions. 

"How Conservative councillors can 
support such cuts, whilst refusing to 
roll back on free dinners for council¬ 
lors or making savings in the Lord 
Mayor's Office, shows a heartlessness 
that can barely be conceived." 

There are estimated to be more 
than 250 people sleeping rough in 
Westminster on any night. Despite 
budget cuts, the council insists that 
tackling rough sleeping is still a prior¬ 
ity and it has a three-year plan to pre¬ 
vent more people ending up on the 
streets. 

The plan includes providing more 
support for women who are made 
more vulnerable from rough sleeping 
and doing more to tackle the sharp 
rise in the number of rough sleepers 
using cheap psychoactive drugs like 
Spice, which has been proved to be 
potentially lethal and causes psychotic 
and violent behaviour.

Dear Dr Talwar 

I AM an elderly lady living alone. My 
family have moved out of London and I 
have had found myself becoming in¬ 
creasingly depressed because I have so 
few visitors and often I will spend an 
entire day without talking to anybody. 

I’ve mentioned this to my few friends 
and they say I’m just getting old and ba¬ 
sically that’s just life. I wonder whether 
loneliness can be a cause of depression 
and if so, what can I do about it? 

Do you think it would be a good idea 
to see my GP and go on anti-depres¬ 
sants? 

I don’t want to bother people by talk¬ 
ing about my problems but I am finding 
that I am feeling lower and lower. What 
should I do?

Dear Majorie 

THERE’S a big difference between being 
depressed and feeling depressed. Being 
depressed is something we have all ex¬ 
perienced in our lives, sometimes by 
choice, sometimes as the result of cir¬ 
cumstances beyond our control. 

“Feeling depressed” involves how we 
interpret our situation. Start by under¬ 


standing yourself. The first step is to un¬ 
derstand what is contributing to your 
depression. Are there certain “triggers” 
that bring on feelings of depression, 
loneliness or isolation? 

Are you influenced by a sombre an¬ 
niversary? Do you feel worse when the 
weather is bad? Do you feel trapped in 
your house? Do you feel anxious when 
reaching out to others? No two people 
experience depression the same way and 
before you look for solutions, you need 
to understand the situation. 

Get out and explore, even if you do it 
alone. The great way to deal with lone¬ 
liness and depression is to get out into 
the world. Even the simple act of going 
to the local store can help you to feel 
more connected. Take a walk around the 
city. Ride the bus to a nearby city. Sit at 
a cafe and people-watch. Whatever you 
do, do something. 

Physical activity of any kind will 
stimulate your brain and body to pro¬ 
duce feel-good hormones. You don’t have 
to join a gym to get healthy. Why not 
try walking every morning, riding your 
bike around the park or maybe learning 
tai chi ? 

Focus on being the best person you 
can be. Don’t be afraid of getting older - 
be afraid of getting boring. 

Feelings of depression often lead to 
loneliness, which in turn often emerge 
when we lack direction in our lives. So 
instead of looking at loneliness as a lim¬ 
itation, why not look at it as an oppor¬ 
tunity to do anything your heart de¬ 
sires? Turn it round to your advantage. 

Try something new - take a class, 
learn to play an instrument or take up a 
new hobby. Do something that chal¬ 
lenges and fascinates you. If you learn 
to find yourself interesting, others will 
too. 

If you doubt that you are an interest¬ 


ing person, start writing your life story. 
You will quickly discover that you have 
already lived a fascinating life - and it’s 
only getting started. 

Experiencing loneliness after 60 can 
be a bit overwhelming. When you are 
feeling a little blue, you may even feel 
like withdrawing from the world, which 
only makes things worse. 

Don’t be afraid to pick up the phone 
and call a friend. Share your thoughts 
and feelings with someone. You will al¬ 
most certainly find that your fears of re¬ 
jection were overblown. 

If you don’t feel comfortable reaching 
out to anyone in your current social cir¬ 
cle, why not try an online friend-finding 
service? 

Invest in your health. One of the most 
important rules when dealing with lone¬ 
liness is to “first do no harm”. Many peo¬ 
ple feel that, by the time they reach their 
60s, “the damage has been done”. As a 
result, they continue to smoke, drink 
too much and live a sedentary existence. 
I don’t need to tell you that this is an 
awful idea. The truth is that there are 
plenty of bad habits that are still worth 
kicking in your 60s or older. 

Investing in your health is one of the 
best ways to counter loneliness at any 
age - and this is especially true for peo¬ 
ple in their 60s. Your first order of busi¬ 
ness should be to address your bad 
habits. As you do this, you will find that 
you have more energy to get out into 
the world. 

Then, as your energy increases, look 
for small ways to get in better shape. 
Set yourself an alarm to remember to 
get up and stretch every hour. Make 
walking a daily ritual. Start shopping 
from a local farmer’s market, or start 
growing your own food. As you improve 
your body, you will heal your mind. 

Loneliness is often made worse by 


feelings of helplessness. When we feel 
out of control, we lack the energy to 
make positive changes in our lives. 

One of the most powerful techniques 
that you can use to get on the road to 
positivity is to increase your sense of 
control over the small things in your 
life. Instead of focusing on lofty goals 
like “I’m going to lose 201b by summer” 
or “I’m going to get out there and make 
new friends”, focus on small accomplish¬ 
ments. 

Depression is a complex problem. For¬ 
tunately, some of the best ways to deal 
with it are simple. Start by identifying 
what triggers you to get in that state. 
Follow your passions and get out into 
the world. Focus on what you can con¬ 
trol. 

Most of all, remember that you are an 
amazing person. You deserve all the hap¬ 
piness in the world. 

People often “fall in love” again and 
again. However, why don’t you start to 
“rise in love” with life?

Uni girl a student’s life 
in the capital 


For many parents, having their child leave 
home to go to university can be a worrying 
time. Will they be safe? Are they eating 
properly or drinking too much? Are they 
getting any work done? 

Now, with a new occasional column, we 
bring parents the inside story on life at 
university from Issy MacLennan, a first-year 
student from Wiltshire who is studying 
journalism at the University of the Arts in 
Holborn, reporting on what it's like being a 
Uni Girl in the capital 

F OR many students all over the UK the 
maintenance loan is the most important 
thing you have to survive. For students in 
London, it only just about covers your 
accommodation. In fact, scrap that - the majority 
of the time you use your entire maintenance loan 
to pay for accommodation, and then still have 
more to pay, around the £2,000 mark. 

So how do halls in London compare? Good 
question. My halls are located in North Acton; 
built two years ago, pretty decent actually but 
costing a heartbreaking price of £184 a week. 

My friend living in Southwark is paying £195 a 
week for non-working showers in which a shower 
curtain does not actually fit and in a room that 
reminds you of a prison cell, albeit with a tiny 
kitchen. 

You often find yourself asking "What am I 
actually paying for here?". Apparently, it is the 
location. But that £11 less I'm paying per week on 
my accommodation gets spent on having to 
travel to and from Elephant & Castle for lectures. 

It drains your bank account. So, once rinsed of 
about £30 per week for travelling to receive the 
education which I am already paying £9,000 a 
year for, what else do I need to buy? 

Oh yes, food.The reason why many people put 
on weight at uni can quite simply be put down to 
the fact that cheap food is rubbish food. 

Spending money on an avocado that may go 
off in about a day is an unaffordable luxury. But 
it's a choice of rubbish food or I don't eat. 

If you have a part-time job that we all seek as 


students, you wait relentlessly until payday in 
order to do the supermarket shop, only to come 
back, attempt to cook a meal of your few cheap 
ingredients and soon realise that it's inedible. 

It's a whole new ball game cooking for yourself. 
All I have wanted since I have moved to uni is a 
decent roast, which is beyond the reach of my 
purse. 

On top of this, you constantly have to address 
the question "Do I want to be able to go out 
tonight, or do I want to be able to eat for the next 
two days?". 

The other day I got a new piercing in Camden 
Market, stupidly slept on my ear that has the fresh 
hole and woke to my entire pillow covered in 
blood. The only thing I could think was "I really 
can't afford to wash this" - not "Oh wow, there 
may be an issue with my ear". 

Because not only are you paying £180+ to live 
in halls in London, you then have to pay at least 
£5 for a wash. And by wash I mean putting your 
dirty clothes in water for about 40 minutes, only 
to find that although you paid that extra 50p for a 
super wash, you still have stains on literally every 
item of clothing you put in the spinning bucket of 
money. 

Recently one laundry decided it was an 
absolutely brilliant idea to hop into the 21 st 
century and make it so that if you do actually 
wish to treat yourself to decent-smelling clothes, 
you need to download an app. Without it the 
washing machine will not operate. 

Brilliant idea, or not. First, the machines 
brilliantly could not work to the app for around a 
month. Also, if you don't have a smartphone, 
which although rare is still possible, then guess 
what - you can't wash your clothes. 

And if like me for some reason PayPal rejects 
your debit card, again you cannot wash a single 
item of clothing without having to transfer the 
money to your flatmate so you can do a wash 
with their app. 

So what does one look forward to the most 
about having a house in second year? A double 
bed? Not having to live in a room the size of a 
cupboard? No, it's having a washing machine.

PUPILS from Holland Park School and St 
Mary Abbots School joined the mayor of the 
royal borough, Cllr Elizabeth Rutherford, 
when Kensington and Chelsea celebrated 
Commonwealth Day.

Deputy Lieutenant, Lady Arnold, read the 
Commonwealth Day message from the Queen, 
and freeman of the royal borough and former 
Vice Lord Lieutenant of Greater London, Sir 
Michael Craig-Cooper, gave the Common¬ 
wealth Affirmation. 

The Commonwealth flag was raised by Cor¬ 
poral of Horse Peni Qio of the Lifeguards and 
Corporal of Horse Mitieli Camaibau of the 
Blues and Royals, assisted by Sea Cadet 
Robert Eager from Brentwood Sea Cadets. 

During the ceremony, the mayor said: 


“Fifty-two countries across the world come 
together today to celebrate Commonwealth 
Day. In remembering the strong historic links 
that bind the Commonwealth we should have 
in mind that 100 years ago the countries of 
the present Commonwealth fought alongside 
us in the First World War. 

“Some 175 (personnel) from the Common¬ 
wealth were awarded Britain’s highest mili¬ 
tary honour, the Victoria Cross. Around the 
world, the Commonwealth War Graves Com¬ 
mission commemorates the names of more 
than 11 million Commonwealth servicemen 
and women who lost their lives in the Great 
War. Quite simply, Britain and her allies 
could not have prevailed without these brave 
men and women. 

“We owe our friends in the Commonwealth 


an enormous debt of gratitude. They fought 
together, they fell together, and together they 
defended the freedoms we enjoy today. 

“Out of that shared history has grown the 
close friendship and the bonds that join our 
countries in the modern Commonwealth. 

“(Commonwealth Day) is an opportunity 
for individuals, communities and organisa¬ 
tions to come together in a celebration of the 
Commonwealth’s shared values of peace, 
democracy and equality, and to celebrate the 
association’s rich diversity.” 

The ceremony was also attended by deputy 
mayor Cllr Will Pascall and deputy mayoress 
Cllr Sarah Addenbrooke, with Kensington 
MP Victoria Bor wick and council leader Cllr 
Nick Paget-Brown, together with other mem¬ 
bers of the authority. 


Council fighting plans for 
‘unacceptable’ call boxes 

WESTMINSTER City Council is fighting plans to in¬ 
stall 80 "ugly and unacceptable" phone boxes in land¬ 
mark locations around the West End as councillors 
believe they are just for "advertising clutter". 

The council is to lobby the government for a 
change in the law to prevent the new boxes being 
built after receiving applications for prior approval 
from telecom company Maximus Networks to install 
public phones on many of the most famous roads in 
the city including Oxford Street, Victoria Street and 
Baker Street. 

"Few people still use public 
telephones and the council be¬ 
lieves that the scheme offers very 
little benefit to the public, partic¬ 
ularly as the proposed telephone 
boxes offer no Wi-Fi or internet 
connectivity," said a council 
spokesman. 

"Each box in the plans submit¬ 
ted would provide 1.3m by 2m of 
advertising space, and a notice of 
prior approval leaves councils limited power to pre¬ 
vent the scheme going ahead. 

"Adverts can be displayed on new phone boxes 
without local-authority consent and so the council 
is seeking further powers from government to pre¬ 
vent advertising clutter." 

Cllr Daniel Astaire, cabinet member for planning 
and public realm said: "We think this scheme will 
create ugly advertising hoardings on some of our 
most iconic streets. Maximus is using the popularity 
of our city for its own gain. Frankly, it's totally unac¬ 
ceptable and we will do everything in our power to 
prevent the phones being installed. 

"This proposal might have been acceptable in the 
1950s but very few people use traditional phone 
boxes now and the installation of 80 more will serve 
no community purpose in 21st-century Westminster. 
The whole thing is utterly bonkers. They have plans 
to install phone boxes at Covent Garden, the Strand, 
Buckingham Palace Road - it's utterly preposterous." 

Tim Carnegie, chairman of The Marylebone Asso¬ 
ciation, said: "Multiple call-box applications are, on 
the face of it, purely an attempt to gain on-street 
advertising presence. Residents have enough prob¬ 
lems with call boxes as they are linked to antisocial 
behaviour and not used for what they were designed 
for." 

But Maximus Networks director Ashley Smatt said: 
"We're reinventing the phone box for the 21st cen¬ 
tury. We're trying to compete with multinationals. 
There is still need for phone boxes." 



Men convicted of lying over 
supercar’s shopfront smash 



TWO men involved in a collision 
which saw a Lamborghini Gal¬ 
lardo crash into a shop in West¬ 
minster have been convicted of 
lying about their actions. 

And the Met has warned that 
as the summer “supercar season” 
approaches they will be cracking 
down on rich motorists who 
drive irresponsibly at speed. 

Talal Alkassab, 39, of Holland 
Park Road, W14, pleaded guilty 
at Southwark Crown Court to 
conspiracy to pervert the course 
of justice. 

Diyaa Lababidi, 33, of Penin¬ 
sula Apartments, Praed Street, 
W2, also pleaded guilty to the 
same offence. 

Both men will be sentenced 
next month. Their convictions 
follow a lengthy investigation by 
police in Westminster. 

“Early on July 23 2015 police 
were called to reports a car had 
hit the frontage of shops in Wood- 
stock Street, WL It had collided 
with several street bollards and 
the glass and metal frontage of 
the property, causing damage in 
excess of £100,000,” said a Met 
spokesman. 

“CCTV inquiries revealed the 
collision had occurred shortly af¬ 
ter midnight that morning. The 
car had driven up Woodstock 
Street before accelerating and 


colliding with the building at 
speed. 

“Two people then got out and 
the vehicle remained in situ until 
it was recovered around three 
hours later. No call was made to 
notify police of the collision.” 

After extensive inquiries, 
Alkassab and Lababidi were ar¬ 
rested. 

Alkassab had hired the Lam¬ 
borghini the day before. He later 
told police an unknown customer 
at the nearby cafe where he 
worked had taken the keys to the 
car without his knowledge and 
crashed the vehicle while park¬ 
ing it. 

After various text messages 
were uncovered between Alka¬ 
ssab and Lababidi, Alkassab 
eventually admitted to police his 
friend Lababidi had been driv¬ 
ing. Both were charged with con¬ 
spiracy to pervert the course of 
justice. 

Lababidi had also been 
charged earlier in the investiga¬ 
tion with driving offences. He 
had appeared at Westminster 
Magistrates’ Court where he 
pleaded guilty to driving without 
due care and attention, failure to 
report a road traffic collision, 
having no insurance and driving 
a motor vehicle otherwise than 
in accordance with a licence. 


Lababidi received an eight- 
week prison sentence suspended 
for 12 months for failing to report 
the collision and was disqualified 
from driving for six months for 
driving without insurance. His 
licence was also endorsed for 
driving without due care and at¬ 
tention and driving without a li¬ 
cence. 

He was ordered to pay £714.13 
compensation to Westminster 
council for damage to bollards, 
as well as £85 prosecution costs 
and an £80 victim surcharge. 

Charges of attempted insur¬ 
ance fraud were left to lie on file 
for Alkassab. 

PC Colin Moore, of Westmin¬ 
ster police, said: “Alkassab and 
Lababidi were not only involved 
in a serious collision that caused 
thousands of pounds’ worth of 
damage but Alkassan then lied 
to police over a considerable pe¬ 
riod of time, protracting our in¬ 
quiries and delaying the matter 
in coming to court. 

“I am pleased they have finally 
been held accountable for their 
actions and, with summer ap¬ 
proaching, I hope this case sends 
a message to those who drive 
such vehicles about the respon¬ 
sibilities that come with that and 
the efforts police will take to 
tackle their antisocial use.”

L ONDON bosses who em¬ 
ploy any Beatles fans 
should prepare for them 
to throw a sickie on 
Thursday July 6. The 
date marks the 60th an¬ 
niversary of the seismic day that 
John Lennon met Paul McCartney - 
and hordes of fans are expected to 
skip work to make their way to Liv¬ 
erpool for a big celebration of the 
day that changed everything. 

Liverpool and the rest of the 
planet didn’t do much to mark the 
50th anniversary. 

But now they are planning to 


push the boat out big 
time as they have 
twigged that the meet¬ 
ing of a 15-year-old 
Macca and 16-year-old 
John in effect marks 
the de facto birth of 
The Beatles and there¬ 
fore it is the birthday of 
the huge shift in every¬ 
thing that came after; the 
change in music, culture, 
fashion, attitudes, peace and 
love, the whole nine yards of 
world history that stemmed directly 
from that moment at a church fete 
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evening 
of July 6 
1957. 

The 

original 
momen¬ 
tous day 
took 
place at 
Woolton, a 
suburb of Liv¬ 
erpool, when 
along with the 
crowning of the rose 
queen, a police dog display, fancy 
dress parade and the band of the 
Cheshire Yeomanry, the church fete 
also featured The Quarrymen skiffle 
group performing first on the back 
of a truck and then at 8pm in the 
church hall. 

Fortunately, The Quarrymen’s 
performance, led by John, drew the 
attention of Paul and in the early 
evening when the band was setting 
up their gear for their gig, a mutual 
friend called Ivan Vaughan intro¬ 
duced the pair - and two worlds col¬ 
lided to cause an impact that would 
rock the world. 

On the iconic day this year, the 
city is to recreate the entire day; re- 
staging the event at Woolton in 

every detail, in¬ 
cluding the sur¬ 
viving 

Quarrymen per¬ 
forming and 
some left-handed 
young local lad 
showing another 
how to play 
Twenty Flight 
Rock on a right- 
handed guitar 
the wrong way 
round - just as 
Paul tutored 
John at their 
meeting, mas¬ 
sively impressing 
him and causing 
him a couple of 
weeks later to of¬ 
ficially invite 
Paul to join the 
band. 

Paul, who has 
recalled that he 
wore a white 
jacket with silver 
flecks and a pair 
of black drain¬ 
pipe trousers on 
the day, has clear 
memories of the 
time when he 
showed John 
how to tune a 
guitar and then 
sang Eddie 
Cochran’s 
Twenty Flight 
Rock and Gene 
Vincent’s Be-Bop- 
A-Lula, along 
with a medley of 
songs by Little 
Richard. 

“I remember 
coming into the 
fete and seeing 
all the sideshows. 
And hearing all 
this great music 
wafting in from 
this little Tannoy 
system. It was

recording ever sold at auction. The 
winning bidder was EMI Records, 
who considered it for release as part 
of the Anthology project but chose 
not to as the sound quality was sub¬ 
standard. 

What’s the betting it’s been digi¬ 
tally cleaned up for release on the 
60th anniversary? 

After The Quarrymen’s show, the 
group - along with Macca - went to 
a Woolton pub where they lied 
about their ages to get served. 

Later on John and his Quarry¬ 
men pal Pete Shotton discussed the 
young Paul, and whether to invite 
him to join their group. They de¬ 
cided he would be an asset, and 
roughly two weeks later Pete en¬ 
countered Paul cycling through 
Woolton. Paul mulled over the invi¬ 
tation to join and eventually agreed, 
and thus the whole world was 
changed forever. 

And the price of this monumental 
come-together? As an under-16, Paul 
paid three pre-decimal pennies to 
get into the fete, or L25p in today’s 
currency. Talk about the world get¬ 
ting a bargain.

John and the band,” he said. “I re¬ 
member I was amazed and thought 
‘Oh great’ because I was obviously 
into the music. I remember John 
singing a song called Come Go With 
Me. He’d heard it on the radio. He 
didn’t really know the verses but he 
knew the chorus. The rest he just 
made up himself. 

“I just thought ‘Well, he looks 
good, he’s singing well and he seems 
like a great lead singer to me’. Of 
course, he had his glasses off, so he 
really looked suave. I remember 
John was good. He was really the 
only outstanding member, all the 
rest kind of slipped away. 

“I also knocked around on the 
backstage piano and that would 
have been A Whole Lot Of Shakin ’ 
by Jerry Lee. 

“That’s when I remember John 
leaning over, contributing a deft 
right hand in the upper octaves and 
surprising me with his beery 
breath. It’s not that I was shocked, 
it’s just that I remember this partic¬ 
ular detail.” 

Remarkably, The Quarrymen’s 
set was recorded by an audience 
member, Bob Molyneux, on his 
portable Grundig reel-to-reel tape 
recorder. 

In 1994, Molyneux, then a retired 
policeman, rediscovered the tape, 
which contained scratchy record¬ 
ings of the band performing Lonnie 
Donegan’s Puttin ’ On The Style and 
Elvis Presley’s Baby, Let’s Play 
House. 

The tape was sold on September 
15 1994 at Sotheby’s for £78,500. At 
the time it was the most expensive 
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MANY of the songs on Michael 
Kiwanuka's long-awaited sec¬ 
ond album were written around 
two years ago as he wrestled 
with his own creative demons. 

But emerging last July in the 
midst of a hot summer charac¬ 
terised by uncertainty and divi¬ 
sion, they felt wrapped up 
entirely in the here and now. 

Exploring his own personal 
vulnerability as a black man "in 
a white world" the 29-year-old 
Londoner captures the sense of 
discord and confusion that cur¬ 
rently dogs a nation still com¬ 
ing to terms with Brexit. 

It's hard to tell whether Ki- 
wanuka inadvertently found 
his finger on the pulse or if he 
truly does have a gift for fore¬ 
sight. 

What is unquestionable 
about his songwriting, how¬ 
ever, is its unflinching honesty 
- and perhaps it is this sense of 
truthfulness that makes Ki¬ 


wanuka's music feel so up-to- 
the-minute. 

The album. Love & Hate, is a 
deeper, darker and more dex¬ 
terous effort than his debut, 
2012's Home Again, which 
earned the Muswell Hill singer 
a nomination for the Mercury 
Prize that year. Out goes the 
sweet and summery acoustic 
chill, replaced by a more in¬ 
tense brand of soul infused 
with Kiwanuka's poignant and 
confessional lyrics. 

Running at close to an hour in 
length, the album portrays an 
artist burrowing deep into his 
own mind and confronting the 
insecurities he's saddled with. 

Songs like Father's Child, 
Place I Belong and Black Man In 
A White World are indicative of 
the struggle for identity and in¬ 
dividuality in a confused soci¬ 
ety, while the heartbreaking 
closer The Final Frame lays Ki- 
wanuka bare. 


The singer has previously 
spoken of his temptation to 
give up music after going 
through a creative dry spell fol¬ 
lowing the acclaim for his 
debut. But he says it was that 
determination to dig deeper 
and face up to those demons 
that drove him on to complete 
Love & Hate. 

In a recent interview with 
music blog Face Culture he said: 
"Writing with some other peo¬ 
ple got some other parts out of 
me that I didn't know were 
there. They pushed me to com¬ 
plete my ideas and not give up." 

The self-effacing Kiwanuka, 
whose maturity belies his rela¬ 
tive inexperience, lists honesty, 
emotion and vulnerability 
among the key elements of a 
great song. And they're found 
in abundance on the album.

Singer’s maturity belies inexperience 


B ACK in his school days a young 
Mark Bailey was first nick¬ 
named Bill by his A-level music 
teacher. As a troubled teen grow¬ 
ing up in the rural Westcountry, 
the intellectually gifted boy from Bath let 
his studies slip as he became entranced by 
the endless possibilities of making music. 

He was so skilled at playing the early 
20th-century standard (Won’t You Come 
Home) Bill Bailey by Hughie Cannon that 
the name stuck. 

Thirty years on and Bill’s incredible tal¬ 
ent for all manner of musical instruments 
continues to play a central part in his 
award-winning stand-up comedy shows. 

With a life membership in the “national 
treasure” club already secured, he is now at 
the peak of his powers. 

He is a giant of the circuit with a brain 
the size of a planet and a passion for ac¬ 
tivism - but also carrying a common touch 
makes him a comic for all comers. 

As a boy, Bill harboured dreams of 
fronting the next great rock band and he 
often mythologises on stage about his for¬ 
mative years discovering the likes of Talk¬ 
ing Heads, The Clash and Led Zeppelin. 

In fact, the comedy songs he weaves into 
his shows are loved so dearly by fans that 
he has landed gigs at some of the country’s 
biggest venues. 

Not only was Bill invited to work with 
the BBC Concert Orchestra in a spectacular 
performance at the Royal Albert Hall, he 
sang for the Queen at the 2012 Royal Variety 
and even headlined the Sonisphere festival 
in Knebworth. But despite his life-long love 
of music, he was eventually drawn towards 
comedy as a means to engage more directly 
with his audience. 

“There was something about stand-up 
that music wouldn’t give me, which was my 
love of the spoken word and the mercurial 
tendency of language to respond to what 
happens to you,” he said in a recent inter¬ 
view with The Scotsman. 

“Language is more adaptable and I love to 
speak out. That side of me meant a music 
career wouldn’t do it.” 

The 53-year-old returns to London this 
month to try out new material, following 
the success of his latest Limboland tour - a 
marathon run of shows he began back in 
September 2015. 


Bill, who lives in Hammer¬ 
smith with his wife Kristin 
and their teenage son Dax, 
will take to the Leicester 
Square Theatre stage - a pop¬ 
ular haunt for stand-ups to 
screen test jokes - on March 
28. 

The star, perhaps still best 
known for his appearances on 
television panel shows Never 
Mind The Buzzcocks, Have I Got 
News For You and QI, has built a new 
life in West London after saying goodbye to 
the countryside some years ago. 

He is a proud Queens Park Rangers fan 
and has made several appearances with 
local politicians to defend the NHS from 
government cuts and promote the cause of 
his beloved Labour Party. 

He has described protecting the future of 
Charing Cross Hospital as crucial and 
lauded plans for the Hammersmith flyunder 
as a project that will make the borough “the 
envy of Europe”. 

Bill’s other great passion in life is the nat¬ 
ural world. An obsessive pet-owner with a 
house overflowing with weird and wonder¬ 
ful creatures, he is also a dedicated animal- 
rights activist. 

His stand-up is adorned with anecdotes 
and insights about wildlife and his curiosity 
for exploration and adventure has led him 
to all corners of the world in a series of 
documentaries for Sky, Channel 4 and the 
BBC. 

Tales from the natural world cropped up 
again in his Limboland tour, which Bill de¬ 
scribed as a show about the gap between 
how we imagine our lives to be and how 
they really are. 

“When I was a kid I thought (the future) 
would be a bright, shiny Tomorrow’s World 
- it isn’t,” he says of the show. 

“That’s what I wanted to explore - as well 
as where we go from here. There doesn’t 
seem to be any clear path. When I was a kid 
Britain seemed to know its place in the 
world - now we don’t.” 

In his early 50s, Bill Bailey still has many 
years left at the top of his field. But when he 
does step off the stage for the final time, he 
will be a tough act to follow.

HAD I not met Imelda 
Staunton and found 
her to be perfectly 
delightful, I might as¬ 
sume she is becom¬ 
ing typecast, writes 
Nicky Sweetland. 

After her epic por¬ 
trayal of the savage 
stage mom in Gypsy - 
for which she won a 
fourth Olivier Award 
last year - she now 
takes on another fa¬ 
mously forceful 
femme in Edward 
Albee's Who's Afraid 
Of Virginia Woolf. 

The 1962 play, 
which depicts the 
breakdown of a tu¬ 
multuous marriage, 
has been given new 
life by director James 
Macdonald at the 
Harold Pinter The¬ 
atre. 

And the concoction 
of calamity is impres¬ 
sively interpreted by 
Staunton and a team 
of actors who will 
keep you on the edge 
of your seat through¬ 
out the three-hour 
performance. 

Albee's play has 
been revived on 
many occasions but 
gained its promi¬ 
nence following the 
1966 film adaptation, 
which earned Eliza¬ 
beth Taylor and 
Richard Burton 
Academy Awards for 
their portrayals of the 
famed contending 
couple Martha and 
George. 

Staunton's Martha 
is a pocket-size pow¬ 
erhouse who openly 
mocks and humiliates 
her husband, playing 
on his insecurities 
and poking and prod¬ 
ding his delicate de¬ 
meanor for her own 
gratification. 

After a university 
faculty party she in¬ 
vites newcomers Nick 
and Honey into her 
modest abode for a 
nightcap. 

It becomes obvious 


early on that this invi¬ 
tation is part of 
Martha's need to 
have an audience as 
she attempts to draw 
them into a dominant 
display of vitriol to¬ 
wards her brow¬ 
beaten spouse. 

This is another im¬ 
mensely authorita¬ 
tive performance 
from Staunton, who 
glides seamlessly 
from attention-seek¬ 
ing hostess to femme 
fatale and then, in an 
exquisite display of 
stagecraft in the final 
moments, becomes 
vulnerable and 
wretched. 

Her sparring part¬ 
ner George is per¬ 
formed with equal 
potency by Conleth 
Hill and the fascinat¬ 
ing game between 
the cohorts is played 
out with exceptional 
rhythm thanks to 
Macdonald's tight di¬ 
rection. 

LukeTreadaway's 
Nick is a buff blond 
all-star who never re¬ 
ally exudes enough 
youthful ignorance 
for it to be believable 
that Martha can ma¬ 
nipulate him. 

In contrast, Imogen 
Poots has so much 
childlike charm as 
Honey that the cou¬ 
ple appears mis¬ 
matched. 

Many of the 
themes are not nec¬ 
essarily apparent - so 
if you haven't seen or 
read the play, it's a 
good idea to get to 
grips with the gen¬ 
eral idea before you 
visit in order to gain 
the most from what is 
an extraordinary 
piece of theatre.

Niamh, 57, plays Elena, a writer and the nar¬ 
rator of the play who’s hardworking and 
acutely aware that her best friend Lila - 
played by Catherine McCormack - has an un¬ 
usual flair for seeing right into the core of 
things. 

Niamh says: “It’s a lovely challenge. It’s a 
really delicious thing to play such a meaty 
role - complicated, complex, passionate - and I 
think it reflects the inner world of many 
women. 

“I don’t think it’s limited to Neapolitan 
women, so I think it’s a thrillingly challenging 
thing to be a part of. 

“It’s about what it is to be a woman and I 
think people of all ages and both sexes will 
find it very moving and enlightening.” 

The novels are intricately, heavily plotted; 
seemingly unimportant events from childhood 
resonate startlingly later on, while the journey 
of even minor characters is carefully pitched 
across the series, making the job of adapting 
the story for the stage all the more complex. 


April De Angelis has written for the Na¬ 
tional Theatre, Royal Court and the RSC to 
name just a few and has been involved in the 
development for the stage throughout the pro¬ 
cess. 

Niamh tells me the playwright has visited 
rehearsals and been very hands-on in the cre¬ 
ation of the ambitious production. 

“To make sense of four different books and 
to give it a theatrical structure is no easy task 
and she’s done a fantastic job,” says Niamh. 

Elena Ferrante’s subject matter is rooted in 
the way women are shaped by their social cir¬ 
cumstances and by the men around them. 

In a time when feminism is back in the 
news, the production feels timely. 

Niamh says: “You’re going to go on a life 
journey with them and within that you’ll find 
aspects that chime with your own life and it’s 
a very faithful representation of the four 
books.” 

Audiences will be able to see both parts of 
the play in either one day or on separate days.

REVIEW 

The Diary Of A Teenage Girl 

at Southwark Playhouse 


AFTER seeing the jolly poster, you 
would be forgiven to expect The 
Diary Of A Teenage Girl at Southwark 
Playhouse to be a kind of female ver¬ 
sion of Adrian Mole; all angst and 
hormones with a bit of adolescent 
stupidly to chortle at, writes Nicky 
Sweetland. 

What you'll actually experience, 
however, is an enthralling but horrific 
portrayal of sexual discovery and 
abuse, performed with absolute 
aplomb. 

The coming-of-age-comedy- 
drama, which began life as a graphic 
novel by Phoebe Gloeckner and was 


later a successful film, lulls you into a 
false sense of security from the very 
beginning, with a lot of frothy fun 
and giggly teen talk, as we meet Min¬ 
nie, a 15-year-old girl who has de¬ 
cided to start a diary. 

It's like a 1970s VLOG, with Min¬ 
nie - played with wide-eyed inno¬ 
cence and immense intelligence by 
the excellent Rona Morison, p/c- 
tured - chronicling her inner 
thoughts and anxieties on to a cas¬ 
sette recorder. 

It's not until we discover that her 
path of sexual discovery has started 
with a relationship with her mum's 
boyfriend that it stops being funny. 

Although there are lots of great 
gags and lines put in to lighten the 
load, much of the tittering from the 
audience comes from discomfort, 
rather than genuine amusement. 

Set in San Francisco, all of the 


questionable style and socioeco¬ 
nomic issues of the post-free-love 
era are used as a backdrop as we 
enter a world of promiscuity and 
substance misuse. 

The plot wouldn't be out of place 
on The Jeremy Kyle Show as Minnie 
descends into a self-destructive 
search for fulfillment, while her 
mother's drug taking leads to an in¬ 
ability to take responsibility for her 


children's wellbeing, and her ex-step- 
dad sleeps with her teenage friend. 

Rebecca Trehearn at first appears a 
little young to be the inept matri¬ 
arch. But as the story continues we 
discover it is her own teenage misad¬ 
ventures which have led to the disas¬ 
trous set of conclusions. 

Jamie Wilkes is chillingly likable as 
the paedophilic Monroe, while Saskia 
Strallen charms as the preppy and 
caricatured best friend. 

Despite some hugely distasteful 
moments - not least the suicide 
helpline manned by an evangelical 
misogynist - this is a powerful and 
fast-paced play which will keep you 
captivated throughout.

Who's Afraid Of Virginia Woolf 

at Harold Pinter Theatre 
tVtVtVt-V 


E LENA Ferraiite was chosen this 
year as one of Time magazine’s 
100 most influential people on the 
planet. The elusive author, who 
works under a pseudonym, is 
perhaps best known for writing a 
four-volume family epic known as the Neapoli¬ 
tan Novels. The saga has been adapted for the 
stage by acclaimed playwright April De Ange¬ 
lis and received its premiere at the Rose The¬ 
atre Kingston recently. 

The new stage production incorporates My 
Brilliant Friend - the first novel in the 
Neapolitan quartet, translated into English in 
2012 - The Story Of A New Name (2013), Those 
Who Leave And Those Who Stay (2014) and the 
final book in the quartet, The Story Of The 
Lost Child, which was shortlisted for the 2016 
Man Booker International Prize. 

The ambitious stage event is directed by 
Melly Still - who is celebrated for “creating as¬ 
tonishingly potent” theatre - and stars stage 
stalwarts Catherine McCormack and Niamh 
Cusack, who took some time off from her final 
rehearsals to tell us about the show. 

The two-part play chronicles the lives of 
friends Elena and Lila, following them from 
their childhoods in a poor, tough neighbour¬ 
hood of Naples, through passionate love af¬ 
fairs, burgeoning careers and family struggles. 

Niamh explains: “It charts their friendship 
from when they are six until they are 60. It’s 
set against the backdrop of Naples, with every¬ 
thing that entails including the Camorra (the 
Neapolitan mafia) and the politics of Italy 
from the 1950s until 2012.” 

The powerful story of love, violence, sex, 
ambition, genius and self-destruction is an ex¬ 
ploration not just of female friendship and ri¬ 
valry but of Italy after the war and the decades 
of political turmoil and cultural change that 
followed. And Niamh explains: “It has a huge 
scope.” 

Part of an Irish acting dynasty, Niamh is the 
daughter of actors Cyril and Maureen Cusack, 
and her sisters Sinead and Sorcha, brothers 
Paul and Padraig and half-sister Catherine are 
all in the business. 

Niamh first gained huge acclaim as part of 
the Royal Shakespeare Company. 

After playing opposite the likes of Ben 
Kingsley and Sean Bean, Niamh came to the 
wider public’s attention when she starred as 
Dr Kate Rowan in the popular television 
drama series Heartbeat (1992 to 1995). 

In August 2012 Niamh joined the National 
Theatre to play the role of Siobhan in the stage 
adaptation of Mark Haddon’s book The Curi¬ 
ous Incident Of A Dog In The Night-Time, 
which won seven Olivier Awards, including 
for best new play. 

More recently, she returned to the London 
stage as Paulina in The Winter’s Tale at the

Baryshnikov’s nostalgic tribute to pal 


MIKHAIL Baryshnikov is an 
Academy Award-nominated 
actor - but it's for his dance 
that he is perhaps most ac¬ 
claimed. Often cited alongside 
Vaslav Nijinsky, Rudolf 
Nureyev and Vladimir Vasiliev 
as one of the greatest ballet 
dancers in history, Baryshnikov 
has spearheaded many of his 
own artistic projects and 
brings his one-man show, enti¬ 
tled Brodsky/Baryshnikov, to 
the Apollo Theatre for a strictly 
limited run. 

Based on the poems of 
Nobel laureate Joseph Brod¬ 
sky, the production is pitched 
as an emotional journey deep 
into the poet's visceral and 
complex compositions. 

Baryshnikov became well 
known for his television and 
film work, in particular for his 
portrayal of the character Yuri 
Kopeikine, a famous Russian 
womanising ballet dancer, in 


the 1977 film The Turning Point, 
for which he received an Oscar 
nomination. He co-starred with 
Gregory Hines and Isabella 
Rossellini in the 1985 film 
White Nights, choreographed 
by Twyla Tharp, and he was 
featured in the 1987 film 
Dancers. 

On television, in the last sea¬ 
son of Sex And The City, he 
played a Russian artist, Alek¬ 
sandr Petrovsky, who wooed 
Carrie Bradshaw (Sarah Jessica 
Parker). He also co-starred in 
Company Business (1991) with 
Gene Hackman. 

Brodsky/Baryshnikov is con¬ 
ceived and directed by Alvis 
Hermanis, noted Latvian direc¬ 
tor of The New Riga Theatre. 
Performed in Russian with En¬ 
glish surtitles, Baryshnikov re¬ 
cites a selection of his 
long-time friend's poignant 
and eloquent works. His subtle 
physicality transports the audi¬ 


ence into Hermanis' reverent 
imagining of Brodsky's interior 
world. 

Baryshnikov first remem¬ 
bers reading Brodksy's poetry 
when he was aged 16, having 
just arrived in Leningrad to 
study ballet. Brodsky and 
Baryshnikov were introduced 
at a party in New York, soon 
after Brodsky's forcible exile 
from the Soviet Union in 1972. 
This marked the start of their 
22-year friendship, which 
lasted until Brodsky's death in 
1996. 

Found somewhere between 
a play, a poetry recital and a 
piece of performance art, Brod¬ 
sky/Baryshnikov is Barys¬ 
hnikov's nostalgic tribute to his 
once dear friend.

T HERE’S something hugely ap¬ 
pealing about a double act; two 
halves of a whole acting as the 
yin to the other’s yang and 
perfectly balanced in order to 
appeal to all aspects of our 

inner being. 

Morecambe and Wise, Laurel and Hardy, 
French and Saunders and even Bert and 
Ernie have all delivered delightful binary 
comedy performances and ensured the na¬ 
tion’s continued fascination with ‘buy one, 
get one free’ entertainers. 

Fifty years ago the National Theatre pro¬ 
duced a new play by an unknown play¬ 
wright at its then home The Old Vic. The 
play was called Rosencrantz & Guildenstern 
Are Dead, a play which introduced the 
world to a beloved duo - think a Shake- 
spearean-style Ant and Dec - and cata¬ 
pulted its writer Tom Stoppard to 
international stardom. 

Half a century later the tragicomedy re¬ 
turns to the famed Waterloo venue and still 
packs a punch, with Harry Potter star 
Daniel Radcliffe paired up with Lovesick's 
Joshua Maguire in David Leveaux’s produc¬ 
tion, which brings an innovative brilliance 
to Stoppard’s scholarly and droll wordplay. 

The much-loved play, which was first per¬ 
formed at the Edinburgh Fringe Festival, 
enlarges on the adventures of two minor 
characters from Shakespeare’s Hamlet. 

While pondering the monotony of life, the 
couple act as confused commentators on the 
periphery of the epic events affecting the 
major players in Hamlet but never truly set¬ 
tle on their roles either within the story or 
life itself. 

Stoppard cleverly entwines his own witty 
dialogue into that of the Bard’s. And with 
cameo appearances from leading characters 
(including Luke Mullins as Hamlet), the 


duo are further 
pushed into a frus¬ 
trated obscurity.

If you can’t get down to the Old Vic be¬ 
fore the show closes, you need not fear, as 
the production will hit movie screens 
worldwide on April 20 as part of the NT 
Live series.

High demand and low supply pushing up prices 



H OUSE prices in the 
three months to Febru¬ 
ary were 5.1 per cent 
higher than in the same 
period a year ago, down 
from 5.7 per cent in January. 

The figures from the Halifax 
House Price Index show that prices 
in the three months to February 
were 17 per cent higher than in the 
preceding quarter, with the average 
price of a house being £219,949. 

Martin Ellis, Halifax housing 
economist, said: “House prices in the 
three months to February were 17 
per cent higher than in the previous 
quarter, down from 2.3 per cent in 
January. 

“The annual rate of growth fell to 
5.1 per cent from January’s 5.7 per 
cent, the lowest since July 2013. 

“Housing demand is being sup¬ 
ported by an economy that continues 
to perform well with employment 
still expanding. Meanwhile, the sup¬ 
ply of both new homes and existing 
properties available for sale remains 
low. This combination is pushing up 
prices. 

“The annual rate of house-price 
growth has, however, nearly halved 
over the past 11 months. 

“A sustained period of house-price 


growth in excess of pay rises has 
made it increasingly difficult for 
many to purchase a home. 

“This development, together with 
signs of reduced momentum in the 
jobs market and squeezed consumer 
spending power, is expected to curb 
house-price growth during 2017.” 


Russell Quirk, founder and chief 
executive of eMoov.co.uk, said: “It 
would seem the cobwebs have been 
dusted off after the New Year hang¬ 
over with these latest numbers 
showing the UK housing market re¬ 
mains resilient and is bouncing back 
after a seasonally slow start to 2017, 


reversing the downward trend seen 
last month. 

“With prices having increased 
both annually and monthly, albeit 
only marginally, it is probable that 
we will continue to see the property 
market blossom as we enter into 
spring, in what is traditionally the 


busiest time of the year. However, 
the continued growth of these num¬ 
bers could hinge on (this month’s) 
Budget announcement and whether 
or not the government decides to ac¬ 
tually tackle the shortage of housing 
in the UK. If they do finally take a 
step in the right direction, price 
growth could cool to a certain extent 
as buyer thirst is quenched with an 
adequate level of housing stock, al¬ 
though this would be a slow pro¬ 
cess.” 

The Halifax House Price Index is 
the UK’s longest-running monthly 
house-price series, with data cover¬ 
ing the whole country going back to 
January 1983. From this data, a ‘stan¬ 
dardised’ house price is calculated 
and property price movements on a 
like-for-like basis - including sea¬ 
sonal adjustments - are analysed 
over time. 

The annual change is calculated as 
an average for the latest three 
months compared with the same pe¬ 
riod a year earlier. 

These figures provide a better pic¬ 
ture of the underlying trend com¬ 
pared to a monthly year-on-year 
number as they smooth out any 
short-term fluctuations.

1. Transport for London, hereby gives notice that on I 7th March 201 7 
it made the above named order under section 6 of the Road Traffic 
Regulation Act 1984. 

2. The GLA Roads and GLA Side Roads (Westminster) Red Route 
Consolidation Traffic Order 2009 A4 GLA Road (Knightsbridge) 
Experimental Variation Order 2015 ("the experimental Order") was 
made under section 9 of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 and 
came into force on 28th October 2015. 

3. The general nature and effect of the experimental Order was to: 

(1) Alter the times of operation of the existing parking bay outside 
No. 66 Knightsbridge from parking 3 minutes pick up and set 
down only to 20 minutes no return for 40 minutes. 

(2) Reduce the length of the loading and unloading only bay outside 
Nos. 64 and 66 Knightsbridge by 14 metres from its eastern 
end. 

(3) Introduce a 14 metre parking bay with the restriction parking 20 
minutes no return for 40 minutes outside No.66 Knightsbridge. 

4. Transport for London has carefully considered whether or not the 
provisions of the experimental Order should be continued 
indefinitely and has decided that they should be so continued. 

5. Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred on Local Authorities' 
by section 6 of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984, and in 
accordance with regulation 23 of the Local Authorities' Traffic 
Orders (Procedure) (England and Wales) Regulations 1996, Transport 
for London has made the The GLA Roads and GLA Side Roads 
(Westminster) Red Route Consolidation Traffic Order 2008 A4 GLA 
Road (Knightsbridge) Variation Order 201 7 ("the permanent Order"). 
That Order will come into force on 27th March 201 7, and the effect 
of that Order will be to continue in force indefinitely the provisions 
of the experimental Order. 

6. The road affected by the permanent Order is the A4 Knightsbridge 
in the City of Westminster. 

7. A copy of the permanent Order, a map indicating the location and 
effect of the order and a copy of the experimental Order can be 
inspected during normal office hours at the offices of:

8. Any person wishing to question the validity of the permanent Order 
or of any of its provisions on the grounds that they are not within 
the relevant powers conferred by the Act, or that any requirement 
of the Act has not been complied with, that person may, within six 
weeks from the date on which that Order is made, make application 
for the purpose to the High Court.

MAYOR OF LONDON 
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Rampant Rangers romp 
to five-star performance

QUEENS Park Rangers have now 
won four consecutive home league 
games for the first time since the pe¬ 
riod September-December 2013, 
when Harry Redknapp was in 
charge, and Saturday's 5-1 victory 
over Rotherham United was never 
in doubt, writes Tony McDonald. 

Whereas the Loftus Road victories 
against Wigan Athletic, Cardiff City 
and Barnsley were all secured by a 
slender 2-1 margin, rampant 
Rangers put in a five-star perfor¬ 
mance to crush rock bottom Rother¬ 
ham 5-L 

Matt Smith set R's on the way to 
their fifth win in seven Champi¬ 
onship matches by scoring in the 
fifth minute and though Joe Newell 
equalised with the goal of the game, 
the relegation-doomed Millers were 
sent packing with further Rangers 
goals from Luke Freeman, Yeni Ng- 
bakoto, Massimo Luongo (his first 
for the club since signing from Swin¬ 
don Town in 2015) and Nedum On- 
uoha. 

But despite the most emphatic 
win since his return to W12 last 
November, his club's first five-goal 
haul since 2014, Hoops' manager Ian 
Holloway admitted it wasn't a per¬ 
fect afternoon. 

“I wasn't happy at half-time,” Ollie 
said. “We didn't get the game-plan 
right or test them anything like 
enough. 

“I was very pleased with the sec¬ 
ond-half, though. The intensity was 
much better and we were clinical. 

“Overall, it's a very-pleasing win. 
We've come a long way since we lost 
to Rotherham earlier in the season." 

In truth, Rangers were not at any¬ 
thing like their best but, then again, 
they didn't need to be against a de¬ 
fence that was woefully inept. At 
least QPR put to the sword the York¬ 
shire side now 24 points from safety 
and doomed to spend next season in 
the third tier. 

“We're looking very sharp. That 
was a statement of how clinical we 


can be,” Holloway went on after R's 
biggest margin of victory since they 
defeated Swansea City 4-0 on Boxing 
Day 2010. 

“The second-half was very pleas¬ 
ing. We dominated Rotherham and 
the chances we created came from 
some lovely football. 

“We changed the tactics slightly at 
the break and the players responded 
superbly to it. 

“I don't know my best team. But I 
know it's a QPR team. It's a wonder¬ 
ful headache to have!” 


Holloway also spoke of his delight 
for Rangers’ Aussie midfielder Lu¬ 
ongo who netted his first goal in 56 
starts and seven sub outings with a 
glancing header that really ought to 
have been saved by the hapless 
Lewis Price. 

“Mass thoroughly deserved that 
goal,” Holloway continued. “He 
needed a rest recently and he's 
bounced back superbly. 

After the international break, 
Rangers will resume their Champi¬ 
onship campaign with a visit to 


Derby County on Friday, March 31 
(7.45pm). 

“We need to keep this run going 
now. That’s the challenge to my play¬ 
ers,” Holloway added. 

“We are building. The perfor¬ 
mances are improving. The team 
spirit is incredible. We are nowhere 
near where I want to take us. But we 
are building all the time - we’re 
moving forward. 

“The fans were brilliant. They un¬ 
derstand what we are trying to do 
here.”

MIDDLESEX'S Dawid Malan made a 
superb century and shared an 
unbroken opening partnership of 
205 with Daniel Bell-Drummond as 
the South crushed the North by 10 
wickets in the first game of the 
ECB's new North-South Series in 
Dubai last Friday. 

The North were dismissed for 202 
after winning the toss and choosing 
to bat, with three wickets for 
Surrey's Tom Curran and two each 
for Toby Roland-Jones (Middlesex), 
Mason Crane (Hampshire) and the 
especially impressive Liam Dawson 
(Hampshire) in a fine all-round 
bowling performance by the South 
team. 

Malan and Kent's Lewisham-born 
Bell-Drummond made short work 
of the modest target, with more 
than 16 overs remaining when the 
Middlesex left-hander sealed 
victory with his 16th four. 

Malan, who was included in an 


England T20 squad last summer 
after impressing with the Lions 
against Pakistan A in the winter of 
2015-16, also hit a six as he ended 
unbeaten on 109 from 103 balls, 
while Bell-Drummond hit two sixes 
and 11 fours to reach 92 from 98. 

On Sunday, when the South hit 
346-6 and went on to win the 
second match in the series by 47 
runs, Malan reached 78 before 
being caught behind by Joe Clarke 
off the bowling of Jack Leaning. 

He also contributed with the ball, 
taking two wickets as the North 
were dismissed for 299-9. Malan's 
county club-mate Steve Finn also 
bagged a brace of wickets, as did 
Curran and Dawson, while Roland- 
Jones picked up the other one. 

Malan's successful start to 2017 
includes his team, Peshawar Zalmi, 
winning the recent Pakistan Super 
League. He contributed 17 runs 
against Quetta Gladiators in the

T20 final at Lahore earlier this 
month. Middlesex supporters are 
looking forward to Malan and big- 
hitting New Zealander Brendon 
McCullum leading theirT20 attack 
this summer. The 35-year-old, who 
retired from international cricket 
last year after more than 400 
appearances in all formats, featured 
six times for Middlesex in the 
competition in 2016. 

He averaged 33, with a highest 
score of 87, and will return in July 
to play nine T20 Blast group 
matches. 

"Brendon had a hugely positive 
influence on the club in 2016 and 
I'm sure he will have a similar 
impact this summer," said director 
of cricket Angus Fraser. 

"With Brendon on board and the 
other exciting players we have, 
watching Middlesex play T20 
cricket in 2017 should be an 
exciting and enjoyable experience."

Luiz takes a break

DAVID Luiz has been in inspirational 
form for Chelsea since returning to SW6 
from Paris St-Germain last summer but 
will be glad to put his feet up for the 
next couple of weeks. 

Brazil centre-back Luiz, 29, has not 
made the current national squad for the 
upcoming internationals and will, in¬ 
stead, rest a knee injury that has been 
causing him pain for the past three 
months. 

“The international break will be a 
very good thing for me,” he said. 

“I have had the injury since Decem¬ 
ber but only I feel the pain, only I know 
how much. But we have amazing medi¬ 
cal staff and they have been great with 
me. Every single match, for every single 
player they are there. They have helped 
me a lot. It’s great. It’s very good for me 
to rest - not just the knee, but the body 
as well.” 

Luiz also confirmed that he won’t 
need an operation in the summer, just 
rest and recuperation. 

But he would still prefer to run 
through the pain barrier if it meant 
turning out for his country. 

“I am disappointed. I was not told 
why but I respect the decision of the 
manger,” he said. 

“I’m playing and trying to do my best 
to come back into the squad.” 

Luiz put in another man-of-the-match 
performance against a rugged Stoke 
City on Saturday. The 2-1 win keeps the 
West Londoners at the helm of the Pre¬ 
mier League, 10 points clear of Spurs, 
with seven wins needed from the re¬ 
maining 10 games to reclaim the title 
given away in miserable circumstances 
last season. 

“I enjoyed the game against Stoke,” 
he said. “It’s OK, this is football, you 
have contact, it’s part of the game. Ev¬ 
erybody knows when you go there it’s 
always difficult. Physically, they are 
very tough. 

“We just need to be intelligent, to be 
clever, not to get your mind involved in 
their kind of game. That’s what we did 
and we played well. This is the Premier 
League. You don’t see a game where 
there isn’t contact or something like 
that. It is always like this. 

“It is different to what I was used to 
in France. I remember the Stoke side 
from my first period at Chelsea and it 
was totally different to this team. Back 
then, you didn’t want the balls going 
into the corner because they had Rory 
Delap who could throw the ball in amaz¬ 
ingly. 

“The good thing about the Premier 
League is you never know if you’re 
going to win or not. It’s always so diffi¬ 
cult but we did well.” 


But Chelsea have shown, as they did 
against Manchester United in their 1-0 
FA Cup win last week, that they can mix 
it hard when they need to. 

“This is what you need to show every 
day in your life,” he said. “You need to 
be a good human, with a good personal¬ 
ity, to be honest. It’s not just inside the 
pitch, it’s about being this way every 
day. When you’re with people, you need 
to show your character. 

“I try to improve every day. This is 
my goal. Everyone can see my football 
now because the team is doing very 
well. The results are coming, that’s why. 
But I keep my feet on the ground. I work 
hard to be a defender. But when you 
play in this position, people don’t talk 
about the good things you do, they talk 
when you make mistakes. I’m just try¬ 
ing to play the best football I can to help 
my team. Some games I look to give 
them security and more time to score. 
Sometimes they score quickly and then 
you have to defend to get the positive re¬ 
sult. The most important thing is for me 
to understand my role in the team, what 
I need to do for the team and then the in¬ 
dividual things like awards come 
along.” 

When asked whether he prefers a 
classy pass or a great tackle, Luiz said: 
“I am more satisfied with great actions 
in life, like meeting the little boy (he 
points to a lad in a wheelchair) that is 
waiting for me in the rain. That gives 
me more pleasure.” 

And off he went, with Kurt Zouma, to 
spend 10 minutes chatting to the kid and 
having pictures taken with him. The 
boy’s smile was the most poignant 
image of the day - a moment of pure 
class. 

■ PLAYING alongside Luiz and Cesar 


Azpilicueta in the three-man defence is 
acting skipper Gary Cahill, who scored 
the late winner against Stoke but also 
conceded the penalty that led to their 
equaliser. 

While John Terry is officially the cap¬ 
tain, Cahill has been in charge on the 
pitch for most of the season while out of 
favour Terry kicks his heels on the 
bench or sits in the stand. 

Cahill is sensitive to criticism that he 
feels is unfounded and is mature enough 
to let his on-pitch performances do the 
talking. But every now and then, he 
vents his feelings and this is one of 
those times. 

Asked how he has taken to the skip¬ 
per’s role for most of the season, he said: 
“It’s feels great. I never speak loads, I 
keep my head down, I keep working, I 
do what I do. That’s my character. But I 
don’t forget the criticism I got at the 
start of the season from a number of 
people, which is the way football is at 
the minute.” 

Has he turned that criticism into a 
positive? 

“I always think like that,” he said. “It 
just puts that fire in my belly. I want to 
go out and prove people wrong. I have 
been doing that all of my career. I would 
say that to a young lad coming through 
- that this is the way it’s going to be, es¬ 
pecially at a big club like this. 

“The criticism at the start of the sea¬ 
son was tough to take but people don’t 
seem to see what I have done at Chelsea. 

“Many good players have come to 
Chelsea and been gone after a year or 
two. This club has the ability to buy 
players from all over the world but it’s 
a credit to me that I’m still here. There 
is a reason I’m still here and still play¬ 
ing. There is a reason behind why the 


manager picks players. 

“The coach sees players day in day 
out, knows their character and the way 
they play. You’re not going to play for 
this club if you don’t have ability or 
character.” 

On the captaincy, Cahill shows un¬ 
doubted maturity and common sense. 

“Whether it’s me as captain or some¬ 
one else, I would never try and fill John 
Terry’s boots,” he said. “You can never 
fill that position. When I took over as 
captain this season, either through 
John not playing or not being available, 
it was a privilege. 

“Firstly, I have learnt from how he 
manages himself, how he plays and how 
he does things. 

“But secondly, I never thought for one 
minute that I’m replacing him. He is 
right at the top. It’s an honour but you 
have to separate yourself from the situ¬ 
ation. The way that I prepare, the way I 
play, the way that I like to speak to the 
lads or manage situations is how I like 
to do things. I have been my own man. 

“Nothing has changed in my game 
since I had that armband, apart from 
the fact I’m now 31 and have learnt a lot 
from someone like John. I will continue 
to learn from him while he is at the 
club. 

“We have a great relationship, every¬ 
one knows that. He leaves me to get on 
with it. I don’t think he looks at me like 
a 21-year-old coming through. He knows 
that I have played my fair share of big 
games and experienced enough. At the 
same time, like I have done all my ca¬ 
reer, I try to look at what people do and 
soak it in myself. They don’t necessarily 
have to say things - I watch and learn 
from all kinds of people and he is obvi¬ 
ously one of them. I feel like I can be my¬ 
self but I have obviously learned from 
the best. 

“I wouldn’t change anything. Some 
players, like John, come through the 
ranks, which is very special. It’s very 
rare to come through at a top club as a 
young player and stay there the whole 
time. 

“People have to work. There have 
been a lot of great players that have 
signed schoolboy forms and not come 
through at the same club. I got a back¬ 
ground and education early on and 
came to Chelsea when I did but I would¬ 
n’t change anything and I have been 
here over five years now.”

Focus on Craven Cottage 


FULHAM missed two chances 
in four days to climb into the 
Championship top six but are 
still within touching distance. 

A surprise 3-1 home defeat 
by Wolverhampton Wanderers 
on Saturday, following the 2-2 
midweek draw with Blackburn 
Rovers, still leaves Whites a 
point and one place below 
sixth-placed Sheffield 
Wednesday. 

But with eight league 
games left to play, the margin 
could have been greater 
going into the international 
break. Following two 
consecutive defeats, a draw 
and six matches without a 
win, Wednesday are also 
showing signs of nervous 
tension as the season enter its 
crucial final phase. 

Whites' head coach Slavisa 
Jokanovic complained 
afterwards that all three 
Wolves goals, which set up 
their third consecutive victory 
at Craven Cottage, were 
preventable.Twice Helder 
Costa got in behind full-backs 
Ryan Fredericks and Denis 
Odoi to set up goals for team¬ 
mates. 

"We started well enough, 
we moved the ball from one 
side to the other," Jokanovic 
said. "We created some 
chances but we made a very 
big mistake which brought us 
into a complicated situation. 

"In the second-half we tried 
to take a little bit more of a 
risk but we didn't adapt 
ourselves and after a minute- 
and-a-half they scored their 
second goal. 

"Helder Costa killed us. 
There were two situations that 
weren't so dangerous for us, 
and he created things for his 
two team-mates to put it in 
the empty goal. 

"We weren't solid enough 
to stop him and if you 
concede two or three goals it's 
not easy to find a good result. 

"We concede so many 
goals. I miss winning 1 -0. We 
can avoid the first, second, 
and third goal if we're a little 
bit stronger and more solid in 
this kind of situation." 

After Sheffield Wednesday 
lost 2-0 at home to Reading 
on Friday night, Fulham 
needed only a draw to move 
into the play-off positions. 
They thought they had 
overhauled The Owls at 
Craven Cottage last Tuesday, 
when Gohi Cyriac opened his 
goal account for the club by 
putting Whites 2-1 up in the 
86th minute ... only for 
Blackburn to snatch an 
equaliser in the fifth minute of 
stoppage time. 

"We believed we could take 
the step and be in the top-six 
going into the international 
break," Jokanovic continued. 
"We didn't do well enough, 
we weren't fresh enough, we 
weren't solid enough. 

"We gave them some 
charity presents during the 
game and paid an expensive 
price for this situation." 

Fulham resume their 
promotion push on Saturday 
week (April 1), when they visit 
rock bottom, relegation- 
doomed Rotherham United, 
who were smashed 5-1 at 
Queens Park Rangers last 
Saturday. 

Jokanovic remains as 
upbeat as the Serb is ever 
likely to be, saying: "This break 
that's in front of us is coming 
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
